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11RISTMAS  has  a  way  of  refusing 
to  be  put  off,  of  maintaining  its 
importance  and  commanding  ob- 
servance of  its  usages  that  wins  ad- 
miration. No  festival  of  the  kind  has 
survived  changes  in  time  and  conditions 
with  so  little  loss  of  vigor  and  freshness. 
Christmas  is  as  hale  as  ever;  as  popu- 
lar and  welcome  as  ever — in  the  old 
lands  where  softy-falling  snow,  holly, 
blazing  loes,  belfry  peals  and  things 
provide  the  proper  traditional  con- 
ditions for  the  gladsome  anniver- 
sary, and  in  the  new  places,  like  Cali- 
fornia, where  old  Mr.  Glaus  with  ready 
adaptableness  does  his  errands  in  an 
automobile  under  a  sunshade. 

Most  enterprising  of  fellows,  by  the 
way,  is  dear  Santa,  in  getting  around 
with  the  goods :  no  obstacle  seems  to 
thwart  him  in  his  mission  of  lightening  women's  and  children's 
hearts  and  men's  pockets  ! 

Perhaps  there  is  not,  in  the  modern  celebration  of  Christmas 
as  much  of  tlie  religious  sentiment  as  there  should  be;  perhaps 
we  never  direct  a  thought  Bethlehemward,  the  material  joys  of 
the  while  taking  up  all  of  our  attention;  but,  nevertheless,  there 
is  a  greater  display  of  practical  Christianity — the  kind  that  lends 
a  baud  to  the  removal  of  some  little  of  the  hunger  and  suffer- 
ing and  heavy-heartedness  in  the  world — during  this  season  than 
at  any  other  time. 

Few  there  he  to  whom  Christmastide  does  not  in  some  way  or 
other  bring  a  share  of  new  happiness;  and  for  this  reason  it  is, 
and  ever  will  be,  gratefully  welcomed  in  the  coming,  and  in  mem- 
ory fondly  treasured. 


WHEN  it  was  made  public  that  certain  United  States  Sen- 
ators were  disbursing  for  personal  purposes  money  col- 
lected "for  the  Boer  orphans  and  widows"  we  hinted 
that  these  enterprising  officials  needed  watching.  Senator  Mason, 
who  was  notorious  in  the  Boer  scandal,  now  confesses  to  a  charge 
of  having  ''franked,"  in  the  interest  of  a  champagne  firm,  copies 
of  a.  printed  speech  which  appealed  to  the  liquor  people  as  "ex- 
cellent advertising."  As  the  "free  mail"  privilege  was  not 
granted  to  Congressmen  to  further  the  ends  of  private  businesses 
it  is  left  to  Senator  Mason  to  explain  how  he  came  to  so  grossl/ 
abuse  that  privilege. 


WALPOLK  Mass.,  has  the  distinction  of  being  among  the 
very  limited  number  of  towns  in  the  United  States 
where  Americans — genuine  Americans  of  the  old  stock 
— predominate,  and  run  things  to  suit  themselves.  It  is  with 
no  surprise,  therefore,  that  we  learn  that  the  citizens  of  that 
town  have  honored  the  memory  of  the  Colonial  soldiers  who 
under  the  British  Hag  served  their  country  in  the  French  and 
Indian  war.  In  the  town  square,  the  scene  of  many  a  "muster" 
in  Colonial  days,  the  citizens  of  Walpole  have  erected  a  massive 
monumental  drinking  fountain,  the  inscription  on  which  reads: 
"Erected  in  grateful  recognition  of  the  services  of  the  men  of 
Walpole  and  vicinity  in  the  French  and  Indian  war.  They  en- 
listed not  for  a  livelihood  but  with  the  intent  to  return  to  their 
farms  and  trades,  being  chiefly  influenced  to  take  up  arms  by  a 
regard  for  the  honor  of  the  king,  the  defence  of  their  country, 
and  the  preservation  of  their  religion  and  liberties." 


IT  is  a  pity  that  English  public  men  do  not  read  American 
newspapers.  Had  Mr.  Cliamberlain  been  in  possession  of 
the  following  facts,  as  supplied  to  the  "Public  Ledger"  of 
Philadelphia  by  its  special  correspondent  in  the  Philippines,  be 
would,  at  the  time  be  gave  the  hypocritical  Germans  that  neat 
prod,  have  been  in  a  position  to  extend  an  equally  opportune  re- 
buke to  Anglopbobcs  in  America.  The  "Ledger's"  correspond- 
ent writes: 

"The  present  war  is  no  bloodless,  fake,  opera  bouffe  engage- 
ment; bur  men  have  been  relentless,  have  killed  to  exterminate, 
men,  women,  children,  prisoners  and  captives,  active  insurgents 
and  suspected  people,  from  lads  often  up,  an  idea  prevailing  that 
the  Filipino,  as  such,  was  little  better  than  a  dog,  a  noisome  rep- 
tile, in  some  instances,  whose  best  disposition  was  the  rubbish 
heap.  Our  soldiers  have  pumped  salt  water  into  men  'to  make 
them  talk,'  have  taken  prisoners  of  people  who  held  up  their 
hands  and  peacefully  surrendered,  and  an  hour  later,  without 
an  atom  of  evidence  to  show  they  were  even  insurrectos,  stood 
them  on  a  bridge  and  shot  them  down  one  by  one,  to  drop  in 
the  water  below  and  float  down,  as  examples  to  those  who  found 
their  bullet  loaded  corpses. 

"It  is  not  civilized  warfare,  but  we  are  not  dealing  with  a 
civilized  people.  The  only  thing  they  know  and  fear  is  force, 
violence,  brutality  and  we  give  it  to  them.  The  new  military 
plan  of  settling  the  trouble  by  setting  them  at  each  other  is  one 
that  looks  promising.  We  have  now  sent  a  thousand  Macca- 
beebes  to  Samar.  They  are  hereditary  enemies  of  the  'Ladrones,' 
and  go  forth  to  the  slaughter  gaily." 

Never  have  the  British  been  accused,  by  any  reputable  person, 
of  anything  like  such  cold-blooded  atrocities  as  these.  The  "Pub- 
lic Ledger"  is  a  representative  and  reliable  journal,  and  it  would 
seem,  therefore,  that  the  anti-British  elements  in  the  United 
States  might  fittingly,  and  with  little  risk  of  being  charged  with 
inconsistency,  turn  their  pious  attention  to  the  beam  in  Ameri- 
ca's eye,  leaving  the  British  mote  to  the  very  capable  care  of 
home  critics. 
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IT  is  quite  proper  for  Americans  to  suppress  "sedition"  in  the 
Philippines,  but  very  wrong  for  the  British  to  do  the  same 
tiling  in  South  Africa — vide  American  press. 

ACCORDING  to  recent  statistics,  of  citizens  of  voting  age 
New  York  had  last  year  1,007,670,  including  547,225  of 
foreign  birth  and  264,205  of  foreign  parentage,  together 
si  1.  !.!(>.  or  s.">.->  per  cent.    Americans  are  nowhere  in  their  own 
metropolis. 

IN  the  matter  of  conducting  great  international  exhibitions* 
at  least,  it  must  lie  conceded  that  Britishers  display  an 
ability  superior  to  that  shown  by  Americans.    The  Buffalo 
Exposition  closed  with  a  deficit  of  over  $3,000,000;  Glasgow 
came  out  ahead  with  nearly  $500,000. 

THE  British  invasion  of  the  United  States  proceeds  merrily. 
Not  a  clay  passes  but  what  some  British  syndicate  acquires 
control  of  a  railroad,  buys  up  mines,  breweries,  steel 
plants,  cattle  ranges  and  the  bonds  of  cities.    The  interest ing 
question  is  how  long  at  this  rate  will  it  be  before  the  invading 
Briton  owns  the  whole  country? 

THAT  Fenian  conspiracy  to  overthrow  British  ride  in  the 
Yukon  happily  met  with  premature  disclosure — happily 
for  the  conspirators,  for  whereas,  thanks  to  their  ability 
to  sprint,  they  are  now  safe  on  foreign  soil,  the  natural  devel- 
opment of  the  plot  would  have  landed  them  where  they  would 
have  had  more  time  than  choice  to  reflect  on  the  stupidity  of 
their  enterprise. 

TWO  very  interesting  dispatches  recently  appeared  side  by 
side  in  a  local  newspaper.  One  informed  us  that  the 
writing  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  had  faded 
into  invisibility,  and  the  other  stated  that  the  Standard  Oil 
Trust's  dividend  for  11101  is  at  the  rate  of  48  per  cent,  Mr. 
Rockefeller,  who  holds  40  per  cent  of  the  stock,  receiving  $19,- 
200,000  as  his  dividend  for  the  year.  Any  coincidence,  we  won- 
der. 

ACCORDING  to  a  statement  in  the  "Financial  News"—  a 
very  reliable  journal — Dr.  Leyds  is  attempting  to  form  a 
"committee  of  German  ladies"  to  protest  against  the  con- 
centration camps,  offering  them  five  marks  ($1.25)  a  day  for 
attending  protest  meetings. 

The  character  of  "ladies"  whose  principles  are  to  be  purchased 
in  tin's  way  is  pretty  well  understood  by  the  world,  and  Dr. 
Leyds'  latest  movement,  therefore,  is  one  which  will  redound 
considerably  to  the  benefit  of  the  British. 

T1IK  invasion  of  the  British  tobacco  market  by  the  American 
trust  of  which  Mr.  J.  B.  Duke  is  the  head  has  failed  utter- 
ly, although  the  British  manufacturers  have  done  prac- 
tically nothing  to  meet  the  attack.  Mr.  Duke's  efforts  to  wrest 
away  British  trade  have  included  striking  reductions  in  prices, 
plentiful  and  spirited  advertising,  rebates  and  gifts  of  free 
cigarettes  to  retailers,  presents  of  cases  of  champagne  to  leading 
wholesale  customers,  and  the  masquerading  of  American  tobacco 
under  British  names.  The  British  public,  however,  finds  the 
home-made  article,  in  weight  and  quality,  superior  to  the  Amer- 
ican, and  will  not  be  induced  to  make  any  change.  It  is  always 
good  news  to  hear  of  a  trust  being  worsted,  but  are  not  the  British 
people  unfair  to  themselves  in  permitting  an  alien  monopoly  to 
attempt  the  destruction  of  a  native  industry? 

THE  movement  for  trade  reciprocity  with  Canada  is  not  so 
unpopular  with  the  merchants  and  manufacturers  of  this 
country  as  it  was  a  year  or  two  ago.  At  the  last  sitting  of 
the  International  Commission  in  Washington  the  claims  put  for- 
ward by  the  Canadian  delegation  were  dismissed  with  scant  con- 
sideration, and  the  commissioners  from  across  the  border  went 
home  properly  disappointed  and  disgusted,  but  by  no  means  de- 
jected. Canada  promptly  adopted  a  new  policy,  that  of  develop- 
ing her  home  industries  ;  and  the  success  has  been  marvelous.  So 
much  «o,  in  fact,  that  Americans  begin  to  realize  that  there  is  a 
danger  of  one  of  their  best  markets  being  lost  to  them.  At  a 
recent  meeting  of  the  Canadian  Manufacturers'  Association  at 
Montreal,  Sir  Wilfred  Laurier  remarked  amid  applause:  "We 
are  not  sending  any  more  reciprocity  delegations  to  Washington, 
but  I  should  not  be  surprised  if  Washington  were  to  send  a  dele- 
gation to  us."  This  will  shortly  be  done,  if  the  united  plea  of 
the  Boards  of  Trade  and  Chambers  of  Commerce  of  New  York, 


Boston,  Cincinnati,  Cleveland,  Pittsburg,  Indianapolis,  Balti- 
more, Detroit  and  Buffalo  be  granted.  Representatives  of  these 
bodies  called  upon  President  Roosevelt  a  few  days  ago  to  urge 
him  "to  do  what  was  possible  to  bring  about,  through  some  form 
of  international  agreement,  better  trade  relations  between  the 
United  States  and  Canada." 

Canada  has  shown  that  she  can  prosper  independently  of  tin- 
United  States.  Her  policy  of  protection  of  home  industries  is 
not  retaliative  against  us;  it  was  forced  upon  her  by  the  greed 
of  American  merchants.  The  late  President  MeKinlcy  in  his 
last  speech  said:  "We  must  not  repose  in  fancied  security  think- 
ing that  we  can  forever  sell  everything  and  buy  little  or  nothing 
*  *  *  The  period  of  exclusiveness  is  past."  And  so  the 
country  has  come  to  realize:  and  Canada  is  now  the  wooed  party 
in  place  of  being  the  wooer. 

Happiest  among  the  outcomes  of  this  reversal  of  conditions  is 
the  fact  that  Americans  think  more  highly  of  Canadians  since 
the  triumph  of  the  latter,  and  are  disposed  as  never  before  to 
cultivate  friendly  relations.  The.  old  patronizing  tone  has  given 
place  to  one  intended  to  convey  the  profoundest  respect — in  the 
American  press — and  American  politicians  no  longer  act  as  if 
Canada  must  accept  any  terms  they  choose  to  impose. 

We  arc  inclined  to  think  it  would  be  an  excellent  political  ex- 
pedient were  Great  Britain — America's  best  customer — to  adopt 
the  Canadian  policy  for  a  while — or  the  Russian.  We  have  an 
idea  that  it  would  tend  to  accelerate  the  rather  slow  develop- 
ment of  that  better  understanding  between  the  two  countries. 
Americans  love  a  people  who  are  a  match  for  them  :  who  can 
beat  them  at  their  own  game.  Their  friendship  is  not  to  be  won 
by  "graceful  concessions." 


A CHICAGO  society  has  just  finished  a  translation  of  the 
Bible  into  "modern  American" — presumably  for  the 
benefit  of  those  natives  who  have  hitherto  sought  to  excuse 
their  shortcomings  on  the  ground  of  an  inability  to  understand 
plain  English,  and  also,  perhaps,  for  the  greater  entertainment 
of  that  large  class  of  Americans  who  find  the  mother  tongue  in 
its  crude  state  unbearably  unimaginative  and  dull. 

We  have  not  been  favored  with  advance  sheets  of  this  new 
Chicago  Bible,  but  we  imagine  it  is  pretty  breezy — replete  with 
choice  Yankee  idioms  and  up-to-date  slang,  to  say  nothing  of 
sensational  headlines  a  la  newspaper.  An  idea  of  what,  this  lat- 
ter feature  promises  to  be  like  may  Ik-  obtained  from  the  fol- 
lowering  captions  which  actually  appeared  in  a  recent  issue  of 
the  "Cincinnati  Inquirer"  over  a  verbatim  account  of  a  sermon 
on  Jephthah:

AS  THE  "Saturday  Review"  observes,  nothing  could  have 
been  more  effective  than  Mr.  Brod rick's  answer  to  the 
mumping  cant  about  the  concentration  camps.  It  was 
necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  war  to  remove  from  the  farm- 
houses these  women  and  children.  Would  they  have  fared  bet- 
ter had  they  been  left  on  the  bare  veld?  The  war  would  cer- 
tainly have  been  over  long  ago  had  this  been  done:  but  what 
would  the  humanitarians  have  said?  As  for  the  death  rate, 
"you  cannot,"  as  Mr.  Brodrick  said,  "compare  the  death  rate 
of  camps  from  which  all  the  healthy  males  have  been  taken  out 
with  an  ordinary  death  rate."  The  rate  of  infant  mortality  in 
the  towns  of  England  is  over  33  per  cent,  and  according  to  good 
authority  it  is  far  higher  among  Boer  children  in  normal  con- 
ditions. 
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TRUTHS  hurt;  falsehoods  never!  Mr.  Chamberlain's  Edin- 
burgh speech  has  enraged  the  German  press  and  people 
to  a  degree  which  leaves  no  room  for  doubt  as  to  the  cor- 
rectness of  his  statements.  The  Colonial  Secretary  perpetrated 
no  rude  accusation ;  he  merely  justified  the  action  of  the  British 
authorities  in  the  Transvaal  by  reference  to  what  had  been  the 
policy  of  other  civilized  nations  under  similar  circumstances. 
The  words  he  used  were  as  follows: 

"I  think  that  the  time  has  come,  or  is  coming,  when  measures 
of  greater  severity  may  be  necessary.  And  if  that  time  comes 
we  can  find  precedents  for  anything  we  may  do  in  the  action  of 
those  nations  who  now  criticise  our  'barbarity  and  cruelty,'  but 
whose  example  in  Poland,  in  the  Caucasus,  in  Armenia,  in  Ton- 
quin,  in  Bosnia,  and  in  the  Franco-German  war  we  have  not  even 
approached." 

The  reference  to  those  "examples"  which  the  British  have  "not 
even  approached''  is  what  riles  the  Germans.  Needless  to  say, 
the  Anglophobe  press  in  Germany  put  the  worst  possible  con- 
struction upon  the  words,  and  the  German  people,  being  as 
ignorant,  generally,  of  the  past  history  of  their  country  as  seem- 
ingly are  Americans  of  the  current  history  of  the  United  States' 
invasion  of  the  Philippines,  were  easily  led  to  believe  themselves 
affronted.  Fortunately  for  Mr.  Chamberlain's  contention,  how- 
ever, there  arc  records — German  records — and  they  are  not  to  be 
denied. 

Space  will  only  permit  us  to  give  a  few  extracts  from  hundreds 
of  closely  printed  pages  dealing  with  German  atrocities  during 
the  period  covering  the  war  with  France.  To  aid  comprehen- 
sion we  put  the  fines  in  American  money: 

"Nancy,  Jan.  22,  1871. 

"His  Majesty  the  King  of  Prussia,  German  Fniperor,  because 
of  the  destruction  of  the  bridge  of  Fontenoy,  east  of  Toul, 
orders: 

"The  neighbouring  district  will  pay  a  fine  of  $2,000,000.  This 
is  to  be  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  public,  noting  that  the 
application  of  the  fine  will  be  subsequently  indicated,  and  that 
the  payment  of  the  said  sum  will  be  exacted  with  the  extremest 
severity. 

"Von  Bonnin,  Governor  of  Lorraine." 

Next  day  the  "Official  Journal"  published  at  the  order  of  the 
Governor  this  polite  intimation : 

"If  to-morrow — Tuesday,  January  24,  at  twelve  noon,  five 
hundred  workmen  from  the  works  in  the  town  are  not  at  the 
station,  a  certain  number  of  workmen  and  the  heads  of  the  works 
will  be  seized  and  at  once  shot." 

The  next  document  is  a  notice  published  by  General  von 
Schmadel.   It  states — 

"The  railway  bridge  at  Fontenoy,  near  Toul,  has  been  blown 
up. 

"In  punishment  the  village  of  Fontenoy  will  be  completely 
burnt. 

"The  same  fate  will  befall  every  place  where  such  an  incident 
occurs. 

"January  22." 

Here  is  another  placard  affixed  in  the  streets  of  Orleans  in 
1871: 

"I  inform  the  inhabitants  that  all  persons  taken  with  arms  in 
their  haiwhs,  acting  against  the  German  troops,  and  who  are  not 
soldiers,  or  who  commit  any  act  of  hostility  of  any  other  kind,  or 
who  are  guilty  of  treason,  will  be  irrevocably  put  to  death. 

"Those  prisoners  alone  will  be  recognized  as  soldiers  who  wear 
uniform,  or  who  can  be  made  out  at  rifle  range  to  be  wearing 
distinctive  signs,  which  cannot  be  removed  from  their  dress." 

Small  show,  we  may  here  observe,  parenthetically,  would  any 
traitorous  Irish-American  brigade,  masquerading  as  "Red  Cross" 
nurses,  have  had  with  the  Germans  (and  all  honor  to  the  Ger- 
mans for  that!). 

Have  the  British  issued  so  stern  an  edict  against  Boer 
snipers  as  this:  "Notice. — In  the  night  of  the  6-7th  several 
shots  were  fired  from  the  hills  round  upon  the  troops  who  had 
entered  Belval,  leaving  requisitions.  Charles  Miroy,  pastor  of 
Cuchery,  aged  fourty-two,  in  whose  parish  Belval  lies,  and  who 
hid  and  distributed  arms  to  the  inhabitants,  has  been  arrested  as 
the  instigator  of  these  hostile  acts,  and  in  virtue  of  the  decision 
of  a  court-martial  has  been  shot  to-day  for  treason  towards  the 
German  Army. — Von  Rosenburg  Gruszcyznskl.*' 

In  his  work  entitled  "The  Franco-German  War,"  Colonel  von 
Widdern,  a  German  of  high  repute,  says:  ''The  honest  German 
soldier  was  all  the  more  embittered  by  this  behaviour  (guerrilla 
tactics  of  tbe  Franc-Tireurs  and  National  Guards,  because  they 
were  wont  at  need  hastily  to  assume  the  appearance  oi  inoffen- 


sive peasants  by  throwing  away  and  hiding  their  arms  and  get- 
ting rid  of  the  badges  of  military  service.  That  under  such  cir- 
cumstances the  Germans  gave  short  shrift  to  such  fellows  caught 
red-handed  will  be  thought  only  reasonable,  even  though  it  is 
quite  possible  that  the  innocent  suffered  at.  times.  The  German 
authorities  had  nothing  for  it  but  to  punish  the  parishes  where 
outrages  occurred  against  German  soldiers,  or  where  the  rail- 
ways and  telegraphs  had  been  destroyed,  by  levying  money  con- 
tributions or  by  burning  down  one  or  two  homesteads.  Such 
punishments  and  the  shooting  of  French  civilians  taken  with 
arms  in  their  hands  at  last  led  the  inhabitants  themselves  to  at- 
tempt to  stop  these  enterprises." 

The  same  authority  states  that  a  German  convoy  was  attacked 
by  a  body  of  Franc-Tireurs  in  blouses.  Seventeen  vehicles  were 
captured  by  the  Frenc  h,  who  went  on  to  derail  a  military  train. 
For  this  the  farm  which  was  the  scene  of  the  fighting  was  burnt 
down,  a  fine  of  $2000  was  levied  upon  the  hamlet,  and  six  pris- 
oners were  shot. 

On  St.  Quentin,  the  prefect  of  which  dared  to  oppose  a  small 
body  of  German  troops,  a  fine  of  $180,000  was  levied.  Near 
Chestres  the  Germans  were  opposed  by  a  small  force  of  French 
irregulars  outside  the  village.  There  was  nothing  whatever  to 
show  that  the  people  of  the  village  had  anything  to  do  with  the 
affair.  Nevertheless,  our  German  author  tells  us  that  the  "Ger- 
mans entered  wrathfully,  .  .  .  made  the  burgomaster  and 
fourteen  other  inhabitants  prisoners,  and  burnt  down  several 
homesteads."  At  Marcilly  the  French  irregulars  punished  the 
Germans  severely  in  a  straightforward  fight.  The  Germans  re- 
sponded by  "shooting  seven  of  the  Franc-Tireurs,  who  always 
retreated.  An  equal  number  of  the  inhabitants  also  were  taken 
arms  in  hand  and  put  to  death."  A  few  days  later  the  villages 
of  Conflans  and  Marcilly  were  consigned  to  the  flames. 

No  trouble  was  taken  to  feed  the  French  inhabitants.  Dr. 
Ryan,  who  was  engaged  in  ambulance  work  during  the  war,  has 
left  this  on  record  in  his  book  :  "It  was  a  problem,"  lie  says,  "what 
would  become  of  the  inhabitants  in  these  country  districts,  where 
the  Prussians  (as  my  host  and  hostess  informed  me)  had  car- 
ried off  their  cattle,  their  hay,  straw,  and  corn,  had  eaten  up 
their  meat,  bread,  and  vegetables,  and  in  many  instances  had 
finished  up,  when  they  thought  the  people  had  baulked  them  of 
supplies,  by  burning  the  houses  over  the  heads  of  the  French- 
men." 

And  Zola,  in  his  "Debacle,"  gives  us  a  still  more  gruesome 
picture  of  German  inhumanity  at  Iges,  after  Sedan:  "Not  one 
precaution,"  he  writes,  "seemed  to  have  been  taken,  no  one  ef- 
fort to  have  been  made  to  feed  the  80,000  men  whose  agony 
began  in  that  frightful  hell." 

And  this  is  the  nation  that  criticizes  the  comparatively  merci- 
ful methods  of  the  British.  Truly,  there  is  something  rotten  in 
the  state  of  Germany. 


THE  Boston  "Evening  Transcript,"  a  paper  of  unusually 
clear  insight  and  sound  judgment,  and  refreshingly  free 
from  prejudice,  answers  Lord  Kitchener's  critics  by  pre- 
senting the  following  well  chosen  facts :  That  so  large  a  force 
should  be  required  in  a  war  which  consists  of  touch-and-go  en- 
counters between  relatively  small  raiding  parties  and  their  pur- 
suers at  first  glance  seems  unaccountable.  Many  persons  ap- 
parently hold  it  unaccountable.  These  critics  forget  that  Lord 
Kitchener's  lightest  task  in  actual  fighting.  To  demolish  in  a 
few  set  encounters  the  Boer  forces  united  would  be  an  easy  piece 
of  work  for  him  to  perforin.  The  Boers  have  no  intention  of 
affording  him  any  such  opportunity.  They  are  broken  up  into 
many  bands,  the  commandos  running  as  small  as  a  hundred 
members,  and  as  they  operate  with  no  other  cohesive  principle 
than  that  of  doing  all  the  harm  possible  to  the  British  they  give 
employment  to  a  corresponding  number  of  British  detachments, 
each  of  which  to  be  readily  effective  has  to  be  larger  than  the  body 
it  is  sent  to  pursue.  *  *  *  The  charge  on  Lord  Kitchener's  re- 
sources to  follow  all  these  raiding  parties  in  the  field  must  be  very 
heavy,  but  the  great  occasion  for  the  large  army  tbe  British  have 
in  South  Africa  is  the  necessity  of  guarding  very  long  lines  of 
communication.  Very  few  persons  realize  how  magnificent  are 
the  distances  in  the  theater  of  war  in  South  Africa.  The  main 
line  on  which  the  British  depend  and  which  they  must  guard  at 
all  costs  is  that  from  Cape  Town  via  Bloemfontein  to  Johannes- 
burg and  Pretoria.  The  railroad  which  connects  the  Cape  witli 
Pretoria  has  a  length  of  1040  miles  :  this  is  a  distance  almost 
equal  to  that  between  Boston  and  Chicago,  and  it  is  the  main 
line  of  the  British  occupation  and  of  political  organization  of 
the  territories  they  occupy.    This  line  is  crossed  at  right  angles 
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by  another  along  which  Boor  commandos  operate  from  time  to 
time,  and  which  may  be  roughly  stated  to  be  seven  hundred  miles 
long.  Within  a  few  weeks  past  Boers  have  been  operating  at 
points  on  this  cross  line  as  widely  separated  as  the  Natal  border 
and  Saldanba  Bay  on  the  Atlantic  Coast.  Yet  until  Lord  Kitch- 
ener breaks  up  these  raiding  bands  he  must  guard  both  lines  and 
keep,  in  addition  to  his  mobile  columns,  considerable  bodies  in 
garrison  at  positions  at  some  distance  on  each  side  of  the  main 
trawled  ways.  This  necessity  is  suggestive  of  holding  down  a 
population  hostile  in  sentiment  if  peaceful  in  life. 


AT  the  recent  (iuildhall  banquet  Lord  Salisbury,  in  the 
course  of  a  speech  touching  on  Great  Britain's  unpopu- 
larity abroad,  remarked  :  "No  doubt  it  is  true,  just  at  this 
moment,  that  we  have  enemies  who  are  not  very  reticent  in  ex- 
pressing their  opinion.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  we  possess  the 
support  of  our  distant  kinsmen,  an  approval  and  sanction  which 
to  us  is  worth  infinitely  more  than  all  the  contempt  and  all  the 
censure  that  we  may  receive  from  other  nations." 

This  is  well  said.  The  British  empire  is  strong  enough  to 
stand  alone  providing  its  people  act  concordantlv.  Freedom 
from  the  envy  and  hatred  of  the  less  successful  and  less  worthy 
nations  is  never  likely  to  be  Britain's  lot,  and  it  is  well.  Cal- 
amitous, indeed,  it  would  be  were  Britain  to  become  popular 
with  the  inferior  countries,  the  price  demanded  being  surrender 
of  that  moral  superiority  which  is  the  cause  of  all  the  hostility. 
True  progress  requires  that  mankind  should  pattern  from  the 
best  models,  rather  than  engage  in  the  work  of  their  overthrow 
as  the  easiest  way  of  getting  rid  of  an  accusing  sense  of  delin- 
quenev.  But  human  nature  seems  incapable  of  right  choice.  As 
at  Calvary,  still  is  the  thief  preferred  to  the  Christ. 


SOME  plain  truths  were  preached  in  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  at  Makcrfield.  England,  recently  by  the  Rev.  Father 
Hehir.  He  branded  the  contention  that  the  United  Irish 
League's  programme  was  a  panacea  for  the  ills  of  the  country  as 
preposterous.  To  quote  from  the  local  paper:  "He  had  nothing 
whatever  to  say  against  the  leaders  of  the  league.  'Illustrious 
Irishmen'  his  congregation  might  style  them  if  they  wished,  but 
he  had  no  hesitation  in  stating  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  growing 
vice  of  drunkenness  was  responsible  for  more  of  the  misery, 
destitution  and  crime  amongst  the  Irish  people  than  all  the  polit- 
ical disabilities,  the  cure  of  which  had  been  undertaken  by  the 
United  Irish  League.  Tt  sounded  grand,  no  doubt,  hurling  reso- 
lutions at  the  British  Government  from  the  back  of  the  Devil's 
Bit.  hut  he  would  not  give  that  (snapping  his  fingers)  for  all 
such  resolutions.  The  requirements  of  the  Irish  people — the 
main  requirement — was  sobriety,  and  until  Ireland  was  a  sober 
country,  and  Irishmen  a  sober  people,  neither  the  United  Irish 
League,  nor  any  other  organization,  political  or  otherwise,  could 
make  their  country  independent  or  their  people  happy." 


THE  anti-Chamberlain  agitation  in  Germany  is  the  outcome 
of  Dr.  Levels'  steadily  pursued  policy  of  inflaming  the 
Continent  with  dastardly  stories  of  British  atrocities. 
Leyds  has  spend  nearly  five  million  dollars  in  subsidizing  news- 
papers and  lecturers  in  Europe  and  America,  in  the  hope  that 
popular  protest  would  bring  about  intervention.  In  many  of  the 
journals,  such  as  the  Catholic  organ  "Koclnische  Volkszeitung," 
he  controls  whole  pages  of  space,  in  which  he  does  his  own  edit- 
ing. And  now  all  this  effort  is  to  be  wasted;  Mr.  Chamberlain's 
little  reminder  is  calculated  to  stop  the  tongues  and  pens  of 
German  critics,  at  least;  for  whether  the  British  be  guilty  of 
what  is  charged  against  them  or  not,  there  is  no  denying  the 
German  atrocities  in  1870.  This  is  why  the  pro-Boers  in  that 
country  are  "jarred,"  and  in  impotent  fury  rage  at  the  author 
of  their  undoing.  The  German  government  is  doing  its  utmost 
to  quell  the  controversy,  for  there  are  some  things  which  it  would 
rather  not  have  its  own  people  inquire  into,  and  its  neighbor, 
I'm  nee,  reminded  of.  A  clever  man  is  Chamberlain,  and  bis 
little  Edinburgh  speech  was  the  cleverest  move  that  has  been 
made  in  international  politics  in  a  long  time. 

Ar.lMTISH  (inn  has  secured  the  contract  for  the  first  section 
of  the  San  Francisco-Manila  cable.    Is  there  nothing 
that  Americans  can  do  for  themselves?    This  thing  of 
being  beholden  to  Britain  for  every  progressive  move  we  make 
is  becoming  a  little  too  humiliating — even  to  the  American  cit- 
izen of  British  birth. 


AT  a  meeting  of  Hibernians  in  Boston  a  few  Sundays  ago, 
one  Thomas  O'Donnell  said:  "In  Ireland  a  new  gener- 
ation is  growing  up,  full  of  patriotic  aspirations,  and 
thus  if  any  come  to  America  they  will  do  so  with  the  intention 
of  propagating  their  faith  and  their  political  ideas,  and  of  being 
best  prepared  to  strike  at  England  when  her  greatest  hour  of 
danger  shall  come." 

"Orator"  O'Donnell  is  seemingly  unaware  that  there  is  a  de- 
termination with  Americans  to  henceforth  shut  out  all  classes  of 
assassins  and  anarchists. 


ACORBESPONDBNT  in  the  London  "Times"  very  per- 
tinently asks:  "Is  it  not  time  that  England  took  some 
steps  to  square  herself  with  Holland?  English  people 
have  forgotten  that  for  the  last  thirty  years  the  Dutch  have  been 
trying  to  deprive  the  Atchinese  of  Sumatra  of  their  independ- 
ence, and  simply  owes  her  present  position  there  to  England  hav- 
ing stopped  the  exportation  of  arms  and  ammunition  from  the 
Straits  Settlements.  Now,  if  we  follow  the  lead  of  Holland, 
bring  home  the  Sultan  of  Atcbecn  in  an  English  man-of-war, 
assist  them  to  carry  on  their  war  of  independence  from  London, 
and  supply  them  with  arms  and  our  sympathy,  in  less  than  six 
months  the  Dutch  will  require  every  man  they  have,  as  well  as 
their  allies  the  Boers,  to  hold  the  island.

If  it  is  a  fact,  I  for  one  would  like  ;o 
know  it,  however  unpleasant  it  may  be  to  me;  if  not  the  vile 
slander  should  be  downed.

|  We  ignored  the  accusation  because,  as  we  stated,  it  was  irrele- 
vant ;  also  for  the  reason  that  the  discussion  was  taking  up  more 
space  than  its  importance  warranted.  And,  really,  our  corre- 
spondent's charge  was  of  too  general  and  indefinite  a  nature  to 
admit  of  any  reply.  There  are  many  forms  of  "lust,"  and  Cath- 
olic Ireland  is  by  no  means  "the  purist  country  in  the  world" 
as  regards  some  of  them.  There  is  the  vice  of  inebriety,  for  in- 
stance, to  which  the  Irish  are  as  greatly  addicted  as  any  people 
on  earth.  The  Irish  are,  however,  a  singularly  chaste  people  in 
their  sexual  relations,  and  this  virtue  has  reflected  the  highest 
honor  on  their  race,  and  won  for  them  the  admiring  respect  of 
the  world.  The  Scotch,  on  the  contrary,  have  a  reputation  for 
looseness  in  the  management  of  their  affections;  statistics  plac- 
ing Scotland  with  the  countries  having  the  greatest  number  of 


illegitimate  births.  But  statistics  are  very  often  grossly  mislead- 
ing, and  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  this  stigma  of  Scot- 
tish immorality  is  an  instance.  No  one  who  knows  the  Scotch, 
who  has  studied  them  in  their  home  life,  can  rightfully  accuse 
them  of  being  a  licentious  people,  either  in  thought  or  habit. 
Perhaps  they  are  a  trifle  disregarded  of  certain  formalities  in  a 
number  of  cases;  a  little  too  human  and  impatient  of  the  law's 
restraint,  but  this  being  the  case,  it  is  to  their  credit,  rather  than 
to  their  shame,  that  there  are  so  many  illegitimate  births  amongst 
them.  The  fact  is  proof  that  at  least  they  have  not  stooped  to 
the  vile  Continental  and  American  methods  for  preventing  nat- 
ural consequences;  that  notwithstanding  their  irregularities  of 
conduct  they  are  still  a  pure-minded,  honest  and  eminently  moral 
people.  We  use  the  adjective  advisedly.  It  is  preposterous  to 
argue  that  because  a  greater  number  of  illegitimate  births  occur 
in  Edinburgh  than  in  Paris  or  San  Francisco  that  the  former 
is  necessarily  the  more  immoral  city.  One  San  Francisco  "phy- 
sician" died  recently  leaving  record  on  his  books  of  having  more 
than  2,000  lady  patients  all  similarly  seeking  to  escape  that 
stigma  which  the  Scotch,  by  their  simple  ingenuousness,  have 
called  upon  themselves.  We  very  much  tpiestion  if  in  the  whole 
of  Scotland  there  has  ever  at  any  one  time  been  such  a  sinful 
showing  as  that  brought  to  light  by  the  death  of,this  one  criminal 
practitioner  in  San  Francisco.  The  "medical"  column  is  as 
creditably  absent  in  the  average  Scottish  newspaper  as  it  is  dis- 
gracefully prominent  in  American,  French  and  (though  less  cen- 
surablv,  for  the  population  is  so  largely  foreign)  in  London  jour- 
nals. 

The  healthy  moral  condition  of  a  community  is  indicated  by 
its  marriage  records,  and  by  its  scarcity  of  divorces.  The  Scotch 
do  marry,  to  a  man — though  they  may  be  tardy — and  we  submit 
that  the  "statistics"  of  no  country  can  show  truer  wives  or  more 
loyal  husbands.  The  supreme  tests  of  the  virtue  of  a  man  or 
woman  come  after  marriage,  and  if  the  makers  of  "statistics"  on 
morality  will  but  go  to  the  trouble  of  completing  their  half- 
finished  (and  therefore  mischievous)  work,  they  will  find  them- 
selves under  the  necessity  of  recording  the  fact  that  in  that  true1 
morality — willing  adherence  to  the  marriage  vow — the  Scotch, 
far  from  being  behind  the  other  nationalities,  actually  lead  the 
world. — Editor.]

BRITISH  NEWS  IN  BRIEF. 

Important  Evetits  not  Chronicled  in  the  Daily  Press. 

Laws  have  been  passed  in  Ireland  so  that  no  greyhounds  can 
be  exported  from  that  country  any  more. 

The  Canadian  exhibits  at  Glasgow  are  to  be  removed  to  Lon- 
don for  exhibition  at  the  Royal  Exchange. 

The  first  batch  of  Arabian  laborers  has  arrived  at  Salisbury, 
Rhodesia,  to  work  in  the  mines. 

There  are  20,000  people  in  the  Yukon  Territory  and  the  popu- 
lation (•!'  Dawson  City  is  approximately  3,000. 

The  Ayr  Town  Council  has  resolved  to  proceed  at  once  with 
the  construction  of  the  electric  tramway  to  Hums  Monument. 

The  Northeastern  Railway  Company  is  spanning  the  Tyne 
with  a  new  bridge,  which  is  to  cost  £470,000. 

It  has  been  decided  to  erect  a  museum  and  library  in  Southern 
Rhodesia  as  a  memorial  to  the  late  Queen  Victoria. 

The  Greek  Government  has  ordered  from  Messrs.  Armstrong's 
yard  at  Naples  a  cruiser,  a  destroyer,  and  four  torpedo-boats. 

An  Academy  of  Music,  to  cost  about  $30,000,  is  to  be  erected 
in  Sydney,  X.  S. 

A  coal  scam  six  feet  in  thickness  has  been  discovered  at  St. 
Ann's,  Victoria  county,  C.  B. 

The  British  Parliament,  it  is  said,  will  meet  on  23d  Janu- 
ary. 

Universitv  College,  Sheffield,  is  to  be  removed  to  a  larger  site 
at  a  cost  of  £90,000. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  at  Westminster  with  a  view  to 
the  opening  of  Parliament  on  January  Hi. 

In  opening  the  Ceylon  Legislative  Council  the  Governor  said 
the  revenue  for  1900  far  surpassed  that,  of  any  previous  year, 
and  there  was  a  surplus  of  over  £125,1000, 

Iron  ore  has  been  found  on  the  Belcher's  Islands,  the  Sleepers, 
the  Baker's  Dozen  and  the  King  George  Islands,  in  Hudson 
Bay,  off  the  coast  of  Ingava.    Some  coal  was  also  found. 

The  I'ganda  Railway  is  rapidly  approaching  completion;  only 
fifty  miles  or  so  more,  and  Lake  Victoria  will  be  reached,  prob- 
ably by  about  January. 

Tlie  King  will  be  proclaimed  Emperor  of  India  at  Delhi  about 
tlie  end  of  1902.  Several  Indian  Princes  have  accepted  invita- 
tions to  attend  the  Coronation. 

H.  M.  S.  Pylades  has  returned  to  Sydney,  and  reports  hav- 
ing annexed  the  Ocean  Island,  which  has  hitherto  been  under  a 
British  protectorate.    The  island  is  rich  in  phosphates. 

TralalgaT  Day  was  commemorated  in  London  by  the  floral 
decoration  of  the  Nelson  Monument  in  Trafalgar-square.  There 
were  also  celebrations  in  Liverpool  and  other  places. 

A  statue  of  Cromwell,  erected  by  public  subscriptions  at  St. 
Ives,  Huntingdonshire,  has  been  unveiled  by  Lord  E.  Fitzmau- 
rice,  M.  P. 

A  contract  for  110,000  tons  of  large  steam  coal  for  the  Egyp- 
tian railways  has  been  closed  at  Newport  at  12s.  2d.  per  ton,  free 
on  board. 

In  connection  with  Birmingham  University  plans  have  been 
authorized  for  technical  science  buildings  estimated  to  cost 
£200,000. 

Patti  has  determined,  after  all,  not  to  relinquish  her  Welsh 
residence,  Craig-y-Nos  Castle,  which  was  recently  offered  for 
sale. 

The  large  salmon  pack  of  the  Fraser  river  for  the  season 
just  closed  is  without  precedent  in  the  history  of  British 
( 'olumbia. 

'fhe  Premier  of  Tasmania,  has  written  to  Sir  Wilfred  Laurier 
with  a  view  to  obtain  supplies  of  Canadian  salmon  for  stocking 
the  rivers  of  that  colony. 

The  first  edition  of  50,000  of  Kipling's  "Kim"  is  nearly  ex- 
hausted, and  Doubleday,  Page  &  Co.  have  had  to  begin  a  sec- 
ond printing. 

The  stipulation  that  the  new  Liverpool  Cathedral  must  be 
Gothic  has  been  abandoned,  and  the  competing  architects  will 
be  under  no  restriction  as  to  style. 

The  ceremony  of  cutting  the  first  sod  on  the  site  of  the  Arts 
and  Industrial  Exhibition  which  is  to  be  held  at  Wolverhampton 
next  year  was  performed  last  month  by  the  Earl  of  Dartmouth. 


According  to  the  official  quarterly  returns  the  population  of 
the  United  Kingdom  in  the  middle  of  1901  is  estimated  at  41,- 
544,145  persons;  England  and  Wales  32,617,001;  Scotland,  4,- 
483,774  ;  and  Ireland,  4,443,370. 

Reports  from  Dungloe,  in  the  west  of  Donegal,  state  that  an 
immense  formation  of  granite  has  been  found  there,  which  for 
durability  and  color  bids  fair  to  rival  the  granite  of  Aberdeen 
and  Peterhead. 

Australian  papers  state  that  the  experiment  of  the  West  Aus- 
tralian Government  in  turning  domestic  cats  loose  in  the  south- 
western districts  of  the  colony  to  check  the  invasion  of  rabbits 
from  South  Australia  has  been  a  pronounced  success. 

The  King's  title  will  in  future  run:  "Edward  VII,  by  the 
Grace  of  God  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
land, and  of  the  British  Dominions  beyond  the  Seas,  King,  De- 
fender of  the  Faith,  Emperor  of  India." 

The  English  congregation  at  San  Paulo,  Brazil,  has  resolved 
to  make  the  South  American  Missionary  Society  a  benefaction 
of  £200,  another  example  of  the  extensive  aid  given  by  English 
people  abroad  to  the  church's  work  in  her  mission  fields. 

It  is  announced  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  that  passen- 
gers from  Europe  for  Australia  via  Vancouver  will  in  future  have 
the  option  of  traveling  by  the  new  Crow's  Nest  Pass  Line 
through  the  Kootenay  mining  region. 

The  British  Embassy  at  Rome  officially  denies  the  statement 
that  Great  Britain  and  Brazil  have  agreed  to  submit  the  dispute 
about  Guiana  to  the  arbitration  of  the  King  of  Italy.  The  mat- 
ter is  not  yet  definitely  settled. 

For  the  last  quarter  the  revenue  of  the  United  Kingdom  was 
£28,(536,347.  There  was  a  net  increase  in  the  total  revenue  as 
compared  with  the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  vear  of  £1,- 
122,970. 

On  the  anniversary  of  Trafalger,  Sir  Robert  Finlay,  M.  P., 
Solicitor-General  for  England,  handed  over  four  guns  of  Nel- 
son's time,  which  he  had  presented  to  the  Town  Council  of  For- 
res, to  be  placed  at  the  base  of  the  Nelson  Monument  of  Cluny 
Hill. 

It  is  expected  that  Scotland  will  be  able  to  call  on  the  whole 
of  the  champion  fifteen  for  the  Rugby  International  matches  this 
season,  in  addition  to  McEwan,  W.  J.  Thomson  and  Bell.  Wales 
will  be  played  on  February  1,  Ireland  on  February  22,  and  Eng- 
land on  March  15th. 

It  is  believed  that  his  Majesty  has  decided  to  visit  next  year 
the  South  of  Ireland,  where  he  will  be  the  guest  of  the  Duke  of 
Devonshire  at  Lismore  Castle.  The  castle  is  at  present  under- 
going extensive  renovation  and  repairs  preparatory  to  his  Ma- 
jesty's  visit. 

The  Duke  of  Sutherland  proposes  to  build  a  large  technical 
school  near  Golspie,  Sutherlandshire,  at  a  cost  of  £10,000.  It 
is  stated  that  Mr.  Carnegie  has  offered  £10,000  as  an  endowment. 
Resident  pupils  from  any  part  of  Scotland  will  be  charged  only 
a  nominal  sum  per  annum. 

A  movement  is  on  foot  to  commemorate  the  anniversary  of  the 
death  of  Queen  Victoria  by  the  wearing  of  violets.  No  doubt 
"Violet  Day"  would  become  an  even  more  important  institution 
than  Primrose  Day,  as  the  idea  is  certain  to  be  universally 
adopted. 

Quite  40  per  cent  of  the  men  now  joining  the  South  African 
Constabulary  are  Londoners.  The  three  new  County  of  London 
regiments — the  Koughriders,  the  Gentlemen's  Corps  and  the 
Sharpshooters,  each  of  which  has  already  raised  more  than  a 
squadron  of  strong  serviceable  men — find  no  difficulty  in  obtain- 
ing suitable  material  in  the  metropolis. 

The  New  Zealand  Parliament  has  voted  £1,500  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  visit  of  Mr.  Seddon,  the  Premier,  to  England  in 
connection  with  the  Coronation.  Mr.  Seddon,  in  his  speech  at 
the  closing  of  Parliament,  forecasted  a  surplus  of  £250,000,  and 
ridiculed  the  suggestion  that  there  was  cause  for  anxiety  re- 
garding the  finances  of  New  Zealand. 

Woodbridge  ( England)  Urban  Council  has  adopted  a  novel 
method  of  preventing  street  accidents.  At  one  corner  of  the 
Market  Hill  three  roads  meet  at  dangerous  angles,  and  collisions 
between  vehicles  have  been  frequent.  Widening  by  the  demoli- 
tion of  houses  being  impossible,  the  surveyor  recommended  the 
erection  of  mirrors,  so  that  drivers  could  see  what  was  ap- 
proaching. The  experiment  has  been  tried  and  has  proved  suc- 
cessful. 
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Lord  [veagh  has  again  come  forward  as  a  benefactor  to  Dub- 
lin. He  purposes  to  spend  a  quarter  of  a  million  sterling  in 
transforming  one  of  the  most  squalid  and  unsanitary  districts  of 
the  city,  known  as  the  Bull-alley  area,  lying  between  the  cathe- 
drals of  Christ  and  St.  Patrick. 

Mr.  See,  the  Premier  of  New  South  Wales,  has  received  a 
despatch  from  Mr.  Chamberlain  conveying  the  appreciation  of 
the  Government  of  India  of  the  quality  of  the  stores  supplied 
to  the  Indian  troops  in  China  from  New  South  Wales  and  Vic- 
toria. 

Jn  view  of  the  political  importance  of  British  control  of  the 
Indo-European  telegraphs  in  Persia,  it  is  worthy  of  note  that 
the  announcement  of  the  Shah's  signature  of  an  agreement  with 
the  British  Government  for  a  three-wire  telegraph  line  to  be  con- 
structed from  Kashan  to  the  Baluchistan  frontier  is  semi-of- 
ficially  confirmed  at  Simla. 

The  Angelo  Mine,  Johannesburg,  has  received  permission  to 
start  fifty  stamps.  The  reopening  of  this  mine  and  the  au- 
thorization of  so  large  a  number  of  stamps  arc  regarded  as  in- 
dications of  renewed  activity  and  prosperity  for  the  Rand.  It  is 
understood  that  permits  for  the  return  of  100  refugees  weekly 
have  been  granted. 

As  many  as  42,000  fighting  Boers  arc  now  either  prisoners  or 
have  surrendered  and  11,00ft  more  come  under  the  head  of 
casualties.  Mr.  Brodrick  estimates  that  10,000  more  remain  in 
the  field.  These  are  no  doubt  picked  men  and  stronger  than 
their  numbers,  but  the  strongest  men  are  not  proof  against  the 
hardship  of  a  continuous  campaign. 

The  petition  of  the  Liverpool  corporation  for  the  extension  of 
the  city  boundaries  has  been  granted  by  the  Privy  Council,  and 
a  provisional  order  will  be  issued  to  include  the  urban  district  of 
Garston,  on  the  south  side  id'  Liverpool.  With  this  addition 
Liverpool  will  have  a  population  of  close  upon  700,000  and  an 
acreage  of  14,885. 

For  the  Children's  Exhibition,  which  is  to  be  a  leading  feature 
of  the  Christmas  programme  at  the  Crystal  Palace,  the  large 
doll's-house  with  which  Queen  Victoria  played  when  a  child  has 
been  secured.  In  shape  the  doll's-house  is  a  model  of  Bucking- 
bam  Palace,  and  among  the  furniture  are  two  carpets  which  the 
late  Queen  worked  with  her  own  hands. 

The  Cefngyfelach  Colliery  Company  have  decided  to  spend 
between  £30,000  and  £40,000  in  the  development  of  their  coal 
district.  Just  outside  Swansea  a  thousand  acres  of  land  have 
been  purchased  from  Sir  John  Llewellyn,  and  it  is  anticipated 
that,  the  output  will  reach  a  thousand  tons  a  day  when  the  plant 
is  complete. 

A  bronze  statue  commemorating  Daniel  Owen,  the  Welsh  nov- 
elist, was  unveiled  last  month  at  Mold,  Flintshire,  which  was  his 
native  town.  Lord  Kenyon  performed  the  ceremony  in  the  pres-  . 
ence  of  a  large  gathering.  Mr.  J.  Herbert  Lewis,  M.  P.,  spoke  of 
the  moral  purity  distinguishing  Welsh  literature,  and  said  that 
no  one  had  done  more  to  promote  that  purity  than  the  late  Dan- 
iel Owen. 

Mc  Lean  Brothers,  contractors,  of  Vancouver,  B.  C,  have  se- 
cured the  contract  for  the  construction  of  a  new  railway  line  to 
be  built  in  the  Klondike  early  next  spring.  The  line  will  be 
twelve  miles  long  and  will  cost  $(500,000.  At  present  the  cost 
of  taking  goods  from  Dawson  out  to  the  mines  on  the  various 
creeks  is  :i  and  4  cents  per  pound.  The  new  line  will  materially 
reduce  this  tariff  and  will  still  be  a  paying  investment. 

The  fine  art  gallery  which  has  been  built  by  the  corporation  of 
Bury  for  housing  the  collection  of  pictures  presented  by  the 
Wriglev  family  in  commemoration  of  the  late  Queen's  Diamond 
Jubilee  has  been  formally  opened  by  Lord  Derby.  The  collection 
i  s  estimated  to  be  of  the  value  of  £100,000,  and  contains  works 
by  Turner  and  Landseer,  as  well  as  other  prominent  artists  of 
the  past  century. 

Tlie  report  on  the  trade  of  Burma  for  the  official  year  1900-1 
shows  an  extraordinary  growth  in  its  volume  in  recent  years. 
The  foreign  imports  (i.  e.,  to  all  countries  except  India) 
amounted  to  087  lakhs  of  rupees,  against  487  lakhs  the  previous 
year,  and  the  exports  to  l,00o  lakhs,  against  1,078  lakhs  in  1899- 
1900.  The  small  decline  under  the  latter  head  was  due  to  the 
large  quantities  of  rice  sent  to  India  on  account  of  the  famine, 
and  thus  diverted  from  export  to  foreign  countries. 

During  the  past  few  weeks  a  careful  survey  has  been  made  of 
the  districts  surrounding  the  metropolis  with  a  view  to  strength- 


ening the  batteries  and  fortifications  commanding  the  main  Lon- 
don roads.  Lord  Roberts  has  personally  inspected  several  of  the 
positions,  and  as  a  result  of  his  recommendations  heavy  modern 
guns  are  to  be  mounted  along  the  entire  range  of  tlie  Surrey 
lulls  and  in  several  commanding  positions  on  the  outskirts  of 
North  London. 

While  London  and  Manchester  are  talking  about  introducing 
the  mono  rail  system  experiments  are  already  being  made  with  it 
in  British  Central  Africa.  In  various  parts  of  Nyassaland  the 
work  is  going  forward.  It  is  also  intended  to  establish  a  system 
of  motor  trollies  and  traction  engines  for  transport  work  in  Brit- 
ish Central  Africa.  Work  on  the  new  railway  which  is  to  con- 
nect the  Nyassaland  coffee  plantations  with  the  sea  is  expected 
to  commence  before  the  end  of  this  year. 

The  London  "Standard"  on  November  22d  published  some  sat- 
isfactory news  from  South  Africa.  It  appears  that  an  increas- 
ing number  of  Boers  have  expressed  a  desire  to  bear  arms  against 
their  countrymen,  and  are  seeking  admission  to  the  British'  field 
force.  Several  contingents  of  ex-burghers  have  already  been  en- 
rolled, and  the  latest  corps  is  commanded  by  no  less  a  personage 
than  General  Andries  Cronje,  brother  of  the  famous  Boer  leader, 
now  a  prisoner  in  St.  Helena. 

The  report  of  the  Colonial  Secretary  of  Fiji  for  the  past  year 
shows  a  revenue  of  £111,508,  against  £98,021  in  1899,  the  in- 
crease being  mainly  in  Customs  duties,  which  form  more  than 
half  the  total  revenue;  the  expenditure  was  £100,022,  which  was 
a  trifling  increase  over  the  previous  year,  but  nearly  £20,000  was 
expended  on  extraordinary  public  works  The  revenue  is  larger 
than  in  any  previous  year,  and  the  improvement  is  due  to  the 
increase  of  trade. 

The  year  1900  is  shown  by  a  return  just  issued  to  have  been 
a  very  remarkable  one  as  regards  the  mineral  output  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  The  total  value  of  the  output,  excluding 
shallow  quarries,  was  £135,957,070,  or  £:58,487,;580  more  than 
in  1S99,  and  about  £58,000,000  more  than  in  1898.  The  enor- 
mous increase  was  partly  due  to  the  larger  quantity  of  coal  pro- 
duced, but  mainlv  to  the  higher  average  price  per  ton.  The  coal 
output  was  225,181,300  tons,  worth  £121,052,590. 

The  annual  ceremony  of  "ycleping" — or,  as  it  is  now  put, 
"clipping" — the  parish  church  has  just  been  revived  at  Pains- 
wick,  in  the  Cotswolds,  where  after  being  performed  for  many 
hundred  years  it  was  discontinued  by  the  late  vicar.  On  the 
paton  saint's  day  (St.  Mary's)  the  children  join  hands  in  a  ring 
round  the  church  and  circle  round  the  building  singing.  It  is 
the  old  Saxon  custom  of  "ycleping,"  or  naming  the  church  on 
the  anniversary  of  its  original  dedication. 

Twenty-five  years  ago  the  Malay  States  were  an  unknown  land, 
in  which  few  traders  ventured,  and  they  only  at  great  peril. 
England  assumed  control,  and  by  the  skill  and  courage  of  its 
Crown  administrators  has  made  them  prosperous.  The  exports 
now  amount  to  over  £12,000,000  a  year,  and  the  imports  to  over 
£7,000,000.  Malaysian  tin  is  to-day  a  great  factor  in  the  tin 
market.  The  results  of  gold-mining,  while  yet  not  all  that  could 
be  desired,  are  exciting  much  attention.  British  capital  and 
British  enterprise  have  made  the  Federated  States  what  they 
are  to-day. 

The  steamship  Titania,  belonging  to  Messrs  C.  Howard  and 
Sons,  London,  which  is  now  at  Barry,  lost  her  propeller  when  19 
days  out  from  Cape  Town  to  Montevideo,  and  was  helpless  in  a 
somewhat  unfrequented  track  of  the  Altantic.  She  carried  a 
spare  propeller,  and  an  effort  was  at  once  made  to  fix  it.  By 
ballasting  forward  the  stern  was  raised  out  of  the  water,  and 
after  nine  hours'  work  the  new  propellor  was  got  into  position. 
The  vessel  arrived  at  Montevideo  without  further  mishap,  and 
it  was  found  that  the  work  had  been  done  so  satisfactorily  that 
she  was  able  to  proceed  with  a  cargo  to  a  Continental  port,  and 
thence  to  Barry  without  further  repairs. 

A  despatch  from  Bloemfontein  states  that  among  the  recent 
visitors  there  have  been  Mr.  W.  Willeocks,  the  eminent  engineer 
and  Director  of  the  Cairo  Waterworks,  who  is  associated  with  the 
Egyptian  irrigation  scheme,  and  Mr.  Bain,  the  Cape  Town  en- 
gineer. They  have  undertaken  a  tour  of  South  Africa  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Colonial  Office,  in  order  to  report  on  the  possibilities 
of  the  country  in  view  of  tlie  settlement  of  soldiers,  pav  ing  par- 
ticular attention  to  the  possibilities  of  irrigation.  It  is  under- 
stood that  Mr.  Willeocks  is  maturing  a  scheme  for  tapping  the 
Orange  river  at  high  level,  for  the  irrigation  of  the  Karoo. 
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New  South  Wales  lias  decided  tliat  women  may  sit  in  Parlia- 
ment. 

The  Admiralty  has  enlisted  a  further  batch  of  fifty  men  at 
St.  John's,  Newfoundland,  for  the  Naval  .Reserve. 

Americans  to  the  number  of  18,000,  emigrated  from  the 
United  States  to  Canada  during  the  last  fiscal  year. 

A  memorial  to  Sir  Joseph  Bazalgette,  the  engineer  of  the 
Thames  Embankment,  has  been  unveiled  on  the  embankment. 

It  is  proposed  to  raise  a  fund  with  the  object  of  placing  a 
memorial  to  the  late  Mr.  Blackmoro  in  Exeter  Cathedra]. 

Indications  point  to  the  Vryheid  district  of  the  Transvaal 
being  annexed  to  Natal  on  January  1. 

A  ''South  African  Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Science"  has  been  established  at  Capetown  to  work  as  far  as  pos- 
sible on  the  lines  of  the  British  Association. 

The  total  quantity  of  herrings  landed  at  Yarmouth  since 
September  now  reaches  the  astounding  figure  of  327,845,200 — 
heating  all  records. 

Of  the  rolling  stock  ordered  in  Cape  Colony  in  the  past  two 
years,  amounting  to  £1,050,000,  British  firms  got  orders  rep- 
resenting about  £900,000. 

Xo  less  than  twenty-four  Wcsleyan  Methodists  have  been 
elected  Mayors  of  English  towns  for  the  coming  year.  This  num- 
ber  includes  the  two  Lord  .Mayors  of  Liverpool  and  Bristol. 

A  brass  has  just  been  placed  in  Everslev  Parish  Church  to 
the  memory  of  Miss  Mary  Kingsley,  the  well-known  traveler, 
w  ho  died  in  Cape  Colony  last  year. 

J.  A.  Jarvis,  the  amateur  swimming  champion,  at  Man- 
chester, heat  the  record  for  1,000  yards,  made  by  J.  Nuttall  in 
1890,  by  20  4-5  seconds,  covering  the  distance  in  13  minutes 
and  32  1-5  seconds. 

Twenty-five  Unman  Catholic  Freshmen,  including  four  Jesuits 
and  one  Benedictine,  have  entered  the  University  of  Oxford 
this  term,  making  a  total  of  over  sixty  Roman  Catholic  students 
at  that  university. 

A  contract  for  the  construction  of  a  railway  between  Chiromo 
and  B lan tyre,  with  provision  for  an  extension  to  Lake  Nyasa, 
has  been  concluded  between  the  British  Government  and  the 
Shire  Highlands  Railway,  Nyasaland  (Limited). 

Lor  the  half  year  the  total  increase  of  passengers  in  England 
amounted  to  no  fewer  than  6,356,000,  with  the  result  that  the 
total  receipts  of  £14,500,000  are  nearly  the  odd  half  million 
the  better  for  the  increase. 

A  National  Museum  i>  to  be  built  in  Ottawa  near  the  Parlia- 
ment Building.  The  building  is  to  be  250  feet  long  and  sixty 
feet  deep.  The  architecture  will  harmonize  with  the  line  build- 
ings already  existing  on  Parliament  Hill. 

After  a  long  debate  in  the  New  Zealand  Parliament  the  San 
Francisco  proposals  for  a  mail  service  have  been  carried  by  a  ma- 
jority of  seven.  The  Government  proposal  for  a  three  years' 
contract  was  defeated  by  a  majority  of  eight  amidst  cheering,  a 
period  of  eighteen  months  being  substituted. 

A  scheme  is  on  foot  to  carry  a  line  of  railway  beyond  the  Vic- 
toria Falls,  in  Africa,  and  300  miles  to  the  north,  where  rich 
copper  mines  are  said  to  await  development.  It  is  estimated  that 
the  coal  traffic  will  be  very  large,  sufficient  to  make  the  railway 
pay. 

The  Queen  proposes  to  make  a  Christmas  present  to  a  number 
of  soldiers  now  serving  at  the  front.  Her  Majesty  has  ordered 
some  thousands  of  good  briar  pipes,  silver  mounted,  and  upon 
the  mount  of  each  one  is  to  be  stamped  a  crown  and  the  Queen's 
monogram. 

Lord  Kitchener  has  ordered  that  each  soldier  in  the  field  shall 
receive  at  Christmas  a  plum  pudding,  a  pint  of  beer,  and  a  quar- 
ter of  a  pound  id'  tobacco.  These  are  to  be  provided  from  sur- 
plus funds  of  the  field  force  canteens,  and  will  cost  nearlv 
£2<  1,000. 

A  monument  will  be  erected  in  the  school  chapel  of  Welling- 
ton College  in  memory  of  old  Wellingtonians  who  have  fallen  in 
the  South  African  war.  With  the  exception  of  Eton,  Wellington 
has  had  more  old  boys  serving  in  the  Boer  war  than  any  other 
public  school. 

The  restoration  of  the  title  of  Prince  of  Wales  has  been  re- 
ceived with  marked  satisfaction  all  over  the  Principality.  The 
-Mayor  of  Cardiff  also  sent  the  following  telegram  to  the  Prince 
of  Wales:    ''The  Corporation  of  Cardiff  desire  most  respect- 


fully to  convey  to  your  Eoyal  Highness  their  delight  on  your 
receiving  the  title  of  Prince  of  Wales,  of  which  country  Cardiff 
is  the  largest  town  and  port,  and  respectfully  hope  that  your 
Uoval  Highness  may  have  long  life  to  enjoy  this  distinguished 
title." 

The  British  Government  has  accepted  in  principle  a  proposal 
made  by  the  Porte  for  the  appointment  of  a  mixed  Anglo-Turk- 
ish commission  to  demarcate  the  boundary  of  the  territories 
forming  the  Hinterland  of  Aden,  which  are  contiguous  to  the 
vilayet  of  Yemen. 

Great  activity  prevails  in  Canada  recopper  production.  In 
Ontario  a  small  strip  of  copper  bearing  country,  two  miles  in 
length  by  about  half  a  mile  in  breadth,  or  one  square  mile  in  all, 
has  actuallv  produced  40,000  and  50,000  tons  of  dressed  ore, 
worth  between  $2,500,000  and  $3,000,000. 

The  new  Science  Building  of  the  University  (Toronto)  is  to 
be  280  feet  long  with  a  corresponding  depth,  and  wings  at  either 
end  extending  to  the  rear,  so  that  the  building  would  form  the 
base  of  a  rectangle,  about  which  might  be  grouped  later  in  sym- 
metrical order  a  medical  building,  a  reference  library  and  pos- 
sibly an  art  gallery. 

An  Endowment  Fund  of  half  a  million  dollars  for  Trinity 
College,  Toronto,  is  being  raised.  The  sum  of  $60,000  has  been 
received  from  the  five  following  prominent  citizens:  Uev.  T.  C. 
S.  Macklem,  $5,000;  Mr.  dames  Henderson.  I).  C.  L..  $10,000; 
Mr.  W.  R.  Brock.  M.  1'..  $10,000;  Mr.  E.  B.  Olser.  M.  P.,  $10.- 
000;  Lieutenant  Colonel  H.  M.  Pellatt,  $25,000. 

There  was  keen  competition  for  the  electrical  equipment  of 
the  London  County  Council  tramways,  but  in  spite  of  low  tend- 
ers by  several  German  and  American  companies  the  -work  has 
been  secured  by  an  English  firm — Messrs.  Dick,  Kerr  &  Co.  As 
the  County  Council  sets  a  high  standard  anil  enforces  stringent 
conditions,  the  importance  of  this  success  for  British  manufac- 
turers must  not  he  judged  solely  by  the  amount  of  the  contracts. 

During  last  month  British  cotton  yarn  exports,  according  to 
Mr.  William  Tattcrsall's  cotton  trade  circular,  were  16,009,400 
pounds,  as  compared  with  12,082,300  pounds  in  October.  1900, 
and  19,564,400  pounds  in  the  same  month  of  1899.  For  the  ten 
months  of  the  present  year  the  exports  have  been  140,399,200 
pounds,  as  compared  with  134,182,300  pounds  and  179,778,- 
500  pounds  in  the  same  periods  of  1900  and  1899. 

The  Board  of  Education  (England)  has  issued  a  notice  in- 
viting the  services  of  about  100  trained  female  teachers,  with 
special  experience  in  teaching  little  children,  for  the  refugee 
camps  in  the  Transvaal  and  Orange  River  Colony.  A  year's 
definite  engagement  is  offered,  with  a  salary  of  £100,  in  ad- 
dition to  accommodation  and  rations  in  the  camps. 

A  system  of  wireless  telegraphy  has  been  invented  by  which, 
it  is  claimed,  a  message  cannot  be  tapped — as  happened  during 
the  recent  naval  maneuvers — nor  received  at  any  station  other 
than  the  one  to  which  it  is  sent.  The  inventor  is  a  Mr.  Johnson, 
an  Englishman,  and  the  system  is  being  shown  at  the  Earl's 
Court  Exhibition.  The  officials  of  the  Admiralty  have  inspected 
the  invention  and  three  warships  are  being  fitted  with  the  in- 
struments for  the  purpose  of  making  experiments. 

The  success  of  the  Government  farms  in  South  Africa  in  sup- 
plying the  military  has  induced  the  Civil  Administration  to 
start  on  the  same  lines.  With  a  view  to  supply  the  community, 
men,  time  expired  from  the  Irregulars  and  the  Volunteers,  are 
being  placed  on  farms  in  groups  of  three,  one  in  each  group 
having  Colonial  experience.  The  idea  is  to  train  the  men  with 
a  view  to  future  settlement  on  the  land.  Steam  plows  are  being 
used  where  possible,  and  about  150  tons  of  seed  potatoes  have 
been  imported  into  the  Transvaal  and  distributed  to  farms  and 
also  to  private  people  for  their  gardens. 

In  the  death  of  Captain  Josiah  Thomas  a  conspicuous  figure 
has  been  removed.  The  people  of  all  Cornwall  are  plunged  in 
grief.  His  life  has  been  a  reproach  to  the  vicious,  a  shining  light 
to  the  virtuous.  In  all  his  useful  years  there  has  been  no  devia- 
tion from  the  highest  plane  of  morality  and  the  influence  for

The  great 
captain  in  the  mining  industry  of  Cornwall,  for  more  than  half  a 
century,  he  has  been  identified  with  the  interests  of  that  comity. 
His  diameter,  strong  and  rugged  as  the  granite  hills  in  which 
he  delved,  was  permeated  with  all  the  fine  fibres  God  gives  to 
his  noblest  creations.— Tribune-Beview. 
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BRITAIN  COHMERCIALLY  SUPREHE. 

THE  following  is  from  an  article  by  Mr.  Benjamin  Taylor  in 
a  recent  number  of  the  "Eorum."  In  the  many 
discussions  which  are  taking  place  with  regard  to 
the  commercial  supremacy  of  Great  Britain  and  the  relative 
progress  of  her  foreign  competitors,  the  view  of  the  disputants 
is  too  often  confined  to  the  trade  of  the  British  Isles  alone.  But 
that  does  not  comprise  the  whole  of  the  trade  of  Great  Britain, 
whose  subjects,  residing  either  at  home  or  abroad  are  daily  en- 
gaged in  vast  operations  the  records  of  which  are  not  preserved 
in  the  statistical  returns  of  the  United  Kingdom.  To  grasp  the 
limits  of  British  trade  we  must  follow  the  British  flag.  This 
appears  to  the  present  writer  not  to  be  quite  understood  by 
Americans  generally.  It  seems  to  be  overlooked  by  most  com- 
mentators that  the  volume  of  this  British-Imperial,  as  dis- 
tinguished from  British-Insular,  trade  is  constantly  increasing, 
and  must  in  the  very  nature  of  things  go  on  increasing  as  the 
economic  development  of  the  colonies  and  possessions  advances. 
It  is  impossible,  therefore,  to  estimate  properly  the  commercial 
position  of  Great  Britain  among  the  nations  without  bringing 
into  focus  the  trade  of  all  her  outlaying  parts.  Practically  the 
whole  of  that  trade  is  organized,  financed,  and  controlled  in  Lon- 
don, Liverpool  or  Glasgow. 

The  following  is  a  bird's-eye  summary  of  the  trade  of  the  Brit- 
ish Empire :

This  is  the  total  trade  of  the  British  Empire,  with  its  own 
component  parts  and  with  foreign  countries,  irrespective  of  the 
value  of  the  home  trade  of  the  mother-country  and  of  each  col- 
on//. Now  the  value  of  the  world's  commerce  in  1898  was,  ac- 
(  erding  to  the  Chief  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Statistics, 
£3,983,000,000 ;  so  that  the  share  of  it  possessed  by  the  British 
Empire  is  nearly  40  per  cent.  *  *  *  If  we  compare  the 
external  trade  of  the  whole  British  Empire  with  that  of  its  three 
greatest  competitors  (United  States,  £527,885,000;  Germany, 
£498,540,000;  France,  £339.462,480)  it  will  be  seen  that  the  ex- 
ternal trade  of  the  British  Empire  is  £106,190,092  more  than  the 
whole  external  trade  of  the  United  States,  the  German  Empire 
and  France  put  together. 

The  writer  goes  on  to  show  that  the  volume  of  Britain's  share 
in  the  world's  commerce  is  augmented  in  a  much  larger  degree 
by  what  her  vessels  do  for  foreign  countries.  The  amount  of 
freight  so  earned  by  British  vessels,  which  may  not  enter  a  Brit- 


ish port  for  years,  cannot  now  be  less  than  £80,000,000  per  an- 
num. The  cargo  carried  by  these  vessels  figures  in  the  imports 
and  exports  of  the  countries  between  which  they  trade;  but  the 
freight  earned  is  as  much  a  British  receipt  as  the  money  paid  for 
an  exported  cargo  of  Manchester  cottons.  It  should  be  added  to 
the  above  summation  of  the  value  of  the  external  trade  of  the 
British  Empire.  *  *  *  British  vessels  carry  more  than  half 
the  sea-trade  of  the  world. 

Beferring  to  the  marvellous  development  of  commerce  in  the 
nineteenth  century  the  writer  gives  a  hint  of  America's  indebt- 
edness to  Britain.  He  says :  "It  does  not  appear  to  the  present 
writer  to  be  so  well  known  as  it -ought  to  be  in  America  how 
much  of  the  world's  commerce  has  developed  and  is  growing  un- 
der the  British  flag.  *  *  *  Perhaps  the  average  American 
does  not  sufficiently  acknowledge  how  the  development  of  the 
Tropics  and  the  Southern  Hemisphere  has  been  essentially  the 
work  of  Britain,  and  how  necessities  caused  by  that  development 
have  made  markets  for  American  natural  products,  the  wealth 
drawn  from  which  has  enabled  the  United  States  to  become,  in 
turn,  a  great  industrial  nation." 


RECORD  BRIDGE=BUILDINQ. 

The  Patent  Shaft  and  Axle-Tree  Engineering  Company  has 
just  provided  a  striking  illustration  of  the  fact  that  English 
manufacturers  can,  if  they  choose,  beat  their  foreign  competit- 
ors. The  following  facts  have  appeared  generally  in  the  British 
press — but  American  papers  have  been  singularly  quiet  in  the 
matter. 

In  September  last  the  Ecuadorian  Association,  which  is  con- 
structing the  railway  from  Guayaquil  to  Quito,  in  Ecuador,  re- 
quired two  bridges  at  very  short  notice,  in  order  that  Guamote, 
an  important  point  on  the  line,  should  be  reached  before  the 
rainy  season  began. 

Up  to  now  the  greater  part  of  the  bridges  have  been  con- 
structed in  America,  principally  owing  to  the  better  facilities 
for  shipping,  and  it  was  only  because  the  constructing  company 
here  was  so  busy  that  the  contract  was  placed  in  England  with 
the  Patent  Shaft  and  Axle-Tree  Company. 

The  plans  were  signed  on  September  20th  last,  and  by  Octo- 
ber 9th,  within  three  weeks,  the  first  bridge,  built  in  eight  spans, 
with  a  total  length  of  338  feet,  together  with  the  whole  of  the 
superstructure  and  the  trestle  towers,  some  of  which  ran  up  to 
60  feet  in  height,  were  passed  by  the  engineers  and  on  their  way 
to  Ecuador.  The  cost  was  lower  than  that  at  which  the  Asso- 
ciation has  hitherto  been  able  to  purchase  in  America,  and  the 
bridge  has  been  constructed  in  what  is  considered  the  quickest 
time  on  record.  The  bolts  and  plates  for  the  masonry  work  of 
the  piers  were  shipped  within  one  week  of  the  letting  of  the  con- 
tract, so  that  everything  will  be  in  readiness  for  the  erection  of 
the  bridge  when  it  arrives. 

The  second  bridge,  which  is  nearly  200  feet  long,  is  to  be  de- 
livered in  three  weeks  from  the  date  of  the  shipment  of  the  first.

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INCIDENTS  OUT  OF  THE  ORDINARY. 

There  is  an  extraordinary  story  in  a  book  which  has  just  been 
published  by  Mr.  Andrew  Melrose  on  the  late  Professor  Drum- 
mond.  The  professor  had  the  story  from  a  friend  who  knew 
that  it  was  true,  and  it  needs  no  excuse  for  quoting  it  here.  A 
boy  was  working  with  four  men  on  the  top  of  a  house  at  Glasgow 
one  day  iixing  up  a  telegraph  wire.  Early  in  the  evening  the 
men  went  away,  leaving  the  boy  to  "nip  off  the  ends  of  the  wire" 
himself.  The  last  thing  the  boy  was  told  was  to  be  sure  to  take 
back  all  the  tools  to  the  workshop,  and  on  no  account  to  leave 
any  of  them  lying  about.  The  boy  climbed  up  the  pole  and  set 
to  work  to  nip  off  the  ends  of  the  wire.  It  was  a  cold  winter's 
night  and  growing  dusk,  and  the  little  workman  lost  his  hold  and 
fell  on  to  the  slates  below.  From  the  slates  he  fell  to  the  ground, 
and  a  clothes  line  broke  his  fall. 

It  was  a  terrible  fall,  however,  and  the  boy  lay  for  some  time 
unconscious  among  the  clothes  he  had  brought  down  with  him 
from  the  line.  An  old  woman  came  out  to  look  after  her  clothes, 
and,  seeing  her  rope  broken  and  the  clothes  all  soiled  and  torn, 
imagined  that  the  boy  was  drunk.  She  shook  him,  scolded  him, 
and  then  went  off  for  the  policeman.  AVhile  she  was  finding  the 
man  in  blue,  the  boy  came  back  to  his  senses,  rubbed  his  eyes, 
and  crawled  on  to  his  feet.  Staggering  away  half-blinded,  he 
climbed  the  ladder,  reached  the  roof  of  the  house,  picked  up  the 
tools,  put  them  into  his  basket  and  carried  them  down  the  lad- 
der. At  the  bottom  he  fainted  again,  and  at  that  moment  the 
policeman  arrived.  He  took  the  boy  to  the  infirmary,  and  it 
IS  pleasing  to  record  that  he  lived  to  nip  off  the  ends  of  many 
more  telegraph  wires. 

The  Earl  of  Mount  Edgcumbe,  who  has  just  been  sworn  of 
the  Privy  Council,  may  be  literally  said  to  owe  his  existence  and 
his  position  "to  the  accident  of  an  accident."  An  ancestress  of 
his  had  the  ill  luck  to  be  buried  while  she  was  in  a  trance.  But 
by  good  I  ink  some  of  her  jewels  were  interred  with  her.  A  de- 
pendent, intending  to  rifle  the  dead  fingers,  visited  the  tomb  and 
became  the  unwitting  liberator  of  the  imprisoned  lady.  She  re- 
turned to  life,  and  four  years  later  gave  birth  to  a  son,  who  was 
a  progenitor  of  the  present  peer.  That,  at  any  rate,  is  the  local 
legend  down  in  Devonshire,  where  Mount  Edgcumbe  stands, 
green  and  wooded,  opposite  to  Devonport — a  spot  on  which  the 
Admiralty  keeps  always  an  envious  eye. 

This  recalls  the  case  of  Ebenczer  Erskine,  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  Scotland,  who  was  born 
after  the  burial  of  his  mother.  Mrs.  Erskine  was  buried  in  a 
trance,  and  on  one  of  her  fingers  was  a  valuable  ring.  The  grave 
digger  knew  of  this,  opened  the  coffin,  and  was  in  the  act  of  cut- 
ting off  the  ring-bearing  finger  when  Mrs.  Erskine  awoke  with  a 
cry.  She  arose,  walked  home  and  went  upstairs  without  having 
encountered  any  of  her  family.  The  footsteps  overhead  caused 
her  husband  to  remark:  "If  I  didna  ken  my  wife  wis  lyin'  in 
the  kirkyaird.  I  wad  say  that  wis  her  fitstep."  Mrs.  Erskine 
lived  to  become  the  mother  of  Ebenezer. 

A  branch  of  industry  sometimes  known  as  ticket  scalping  is 
not  unknown  in  France,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  mis- 
adventure which  befell  a  somewhat  too-confiding  Englishman  at 
the  St.  Lazare  Station,  Paris,  last  November.  The  man  in  ques- 
tion arrived  at  the  station  just  as  the  ticket  office  closed.  "By 
Jove,"  said  he,  "and  I  must  get  to  Rouen  to-day !" 

A  gentleman  approached  and  addressed  him  :  "Pardon  me,  sir, 
but  I  have  a  ticket  for  Rouen  which  I  cannot  use.  T  shall  be  de- 
lighted to  let  you  have  it  for  what  it  cost  me." 

"Much  obliged.**  and  the  Englishman  hurriedly  made  his  way 
to  the  gate,  being  only  just  in  time  to  jump  on  board  the  train. 

At  the  first  stopping  place  the  guard  came  in  to  examine  the 
tickets.    The  Englishman  accordingly  showed  his  ticket. 

The  guard  examined  it,  and  then  said : 

"Now  your  own,  if  you  please." 

"My  own ;  why,  you  have  it." 

"Have  vou  any  idea  of  traveling  with  this  ticket?" 

"Certainly;  why  not." 

"It  is  a  dog  ticket." 

The  men  of  the  Bushmen's  Corps  who  returned  to  Melbourne 
from  South  Africa  last  duly  brought  back  with  them  "the  Bush- 
men's Dog" — "Bushie,"  a  beautiful  collie. 

On  the  voyage  out  Bushie  was  severely  stabbed  by  a  black 
sailor.  Recovering,  it  landed  with  the  regiment  at  Beira,  where 
it  was  predicted  that  it  could  never  survive  the  journey  through 
Rhodesia — the  tsetse  flies  and  the  ticks  would  kill  it,  but  the  dog 
•accompanied  the  men  to  Marandellas,  and  thence  to  Mafeking. 
On  the  way  the  ticks  infested  it,  with  the  result  that  both  hind 


legs  became  paralyzed,  and  for  the  last  three  weeks  of  the  journey 
the  dog  had  to  be  carried  in  one  of  the  baggage  wagons. 

Two  months  later,  during  a  severe  engagement,  he  was  lost, 
but  turned  up  subsequently  in  the  ranks  of  the  Scottish  Regi- 
ment, with  which,  after  sharing  the  fortunes  of  the  field,  he  fell 
into  the  hands  of  the  Boers.  On  the  release  of  the  Scotsmen  the 
Boers  decided  to  retain  "Bushie,"  but  the  dog  managed  to  es- 
cape, and,  following  the  tracks  of  his  comrades,  rejoined  the 
Scottish  ranks  after  a  long  and  lonely  pursuit  of  over  150  miles. 

The  faithful  animal  was  again  made  a  prisoner  of  war,  and 
again  managed  to  escape,  for  the  YViltshires  in  passing  through 
Elandsfontein  to  join  the  Bushmen  at.  Naauwpoort  in  pursuit 
of  De  Wet,  found  him  suffering  from  a  bullet  wound  in  the  chest 
at  the  former  town,  so  were  able  to  restore  him  to  his  astonished 
master,  hale  and  sound,  when  their  forces  joined. 

"Bushie,"  whose  sire  and  dam  are  both  high-pedigreed  dogs 
and  the  winners  of  numerous  prizes,  is  now  in  the  possession  of 
the  original  owner. 


LINKING  THE  EMPIRE. 

The  Cape- Australian  cable  is  completed  as  far  as  Perth,  West 
Australia.  This  work  has  involved  the  laying  of  nearly  15,000 
miles  of  cable,  at  an  expenditure  of  over  £3,000,000,  and  not 
only  will  a  saving  of  time  be  effected,  but  the  whole  cable  be- 
tween London  and  Australasia  will  be  in  British  hands  entirely. 

By  next  February  the  cable  will  be  extended  to  Adelaide. 
Then  a  telegram  sent  to  New  Zealand  from  London  will  be  dis- 
patched direct  to  Portbcarnow,  Cornwall.  There  it  will  com- 
mence its  long  under-sea  journey,  calling  on  the  way  at  Ma- 
deira, St.  Vincent,  St.  Helena  and  Capetown.  At  Capetewn  it 
will  be  flashed  over  the  land  wires  to  Durban.  Then  it.  will  go 
under  the  sea  again  to  Mauritius,  Rodriguez,  Cocos  Island,  and 
on  to  Perth,  Adelaide,  Sydney  and  Nelson,  New  Zealand. 

By  the  alternative  route  a  telegram  handed  in  at  Nelson  dips 
under  the  sea  to  Sydney,  then  travels  over  the  gold  fields  to 
Port  Darwin,  where  it  takes  a  plunge  as  far  as  Singapore,  whence 
it  is  sent  to  Madras.  From  Madras  it  crosses  the  heart  of  India 
to  Bombay,  then  rushes  through  the  Indian  Ocean  to  Aden, 
through  the  stifling  Red  Sea  to  Suez,  and  on  to  Marseilles  and 
London. 

Now  that  the  new  cable,  is  opened,  practically  the  whole  of 
the  British  possessions  are  linked  together  by  the  telegraph. 
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Unknown  Scott  riemorial. 

There  is  a  remarkable  memorial  in  Kent, 
England,  to  Sir  Walter  Scott  which  is  known 
to  but  few  people.  Indeed,  the  guide  books 
which  deal  with  the  hop  county  omit  all  ref- 
erence to  it. 

It  was  erected  at  Horsmonden  over  forty 
years  ngo,  and  consists  of  two  circular  towers. 
It  is  found  in  the  center  of  a  beautiful  grove 
of  stately  pines.  The  monument  was  built  by 
the  late  rector  of  Horsmonden,  the  Rev.  Sir  W. 
M.  Smith  Marriott,  Bart.,  who  was  a  great  ad- 
mirer of  the  works  of  Sir  Walter  Scott. 

Only  one  of  the  towers  has  a  staircase  lead- 
ing to  the  top,  and  the  other  tower  has  two 
rooms,  which  contain  many  interesting  relics 
associated  with  Scott.    The  visitor  who  enters 


Singular  Memorial  to  Sir  Walter  Scott,  which  appears 
to  be  almost  entirely  unknown. 

1  lie  memorial  first  sees  (he  following  inscrip- 
tion : 

"Turn  from  this  tower  if  you  come  to  scoff  it. 
Or  deem   him   fool   who  does  not  build  for 
profit ." 

One  of  the  apartments  in  the  tower  pos- 
sesses several  colored  sketches  of  heroes  and 
heroines  immortalized  by  Scott,  two  Highland 
bonnets,  which  local  authorities  aver  decked  the 
brow  01  some  fatuous  chieftain:  a  claymore,  a 
spear  and  shield  also  decorate  the  walls,  while 
below  them  stands  a  bust  of  Sir  Walter  Scott 
and  the  following  poetic  tribute: 
"Humble  Bard,  this  proves  at  least  my  claims 
To  linger  raptured  o'er  thy  thrilling  strains. 
To  thee  he  builds  this  tower,  though  thy  name 
Will  long  survive  the  builder  and  the  fame." 
In  other  parts  of  the  memorial  towers  may 
also  be  seen  sketches  and  prints  of  various 
scenes  portrayed  in  Sir  Walter  Scott's  works, 
and  tablets  with  the  names  of  the  chief  char- 
acters in  the  Waverlcy  Novels  are  also  dis- 
played around. 


Facts  Worth  Knowing.

7V;?;  and  in  sealing,  $105,550;  making  a  total 
of  $2,710,323.  The  total  number  of  vessels  em- 
ployed is  153,  valued  at  $313,550,  and  carry- 
ing 469  men. 

The  tiny  cottage  in  which  Carlyle  was  born — 
<alle<l  Arch  House,  at  Ecclefeehan,  by  reason 


of  the  archway  which  pierces  it  from  front  to 
back — is  little  the  worse  in  wear  for  the  hun- 
dred odd  years  which  have  fled  since  the  father 
reared  it  with  his  own  honest  hands. 

For  years  the  hygienic  qualities  of  the  or- 
ange have  been  recognized  in  feverish  disor- 
ders, and  of  late  they  have  taken  the  honors  as 
antidotes  to  biliousness  and  other  gastric  com- 
plaints. Doctors  affirm  that  they  contain  all 
the  salts  needful  for  a  healthy  condition  of 
the  blood. 

Bervvick-on-Tweed  is  not  in  England  or  Scot- 
land. In  1551  it  was  declared  independent  of 
both  kingdoms,  and  has  remained  so  up  to  the 
present  time.  It  is  an  independent  borough 
and  county,  though  for  the  sake  of  convenience 
it  is  sometimes  included  in  the  County  of 
Northumberland, 

Lord  Breadalbane  is  the  owner  of  the  finest 
vine  in  Europe.  It  was  planted  at  Auchmere 
House,  in  Scotland,  more  than  half  a  century 
airo,  and  is  quite  double  me  size  of  its  rival  at 
Hampton  Court.  It  produced  4,000  bunches  of 
grapes  not  long  ago  in  one  season  alone. 

Tarantulas  are  now  bred  in  Australia  for  the. 
sake  of  their  webs,  the  filaments  of  which  are 
made  into  thread  for  balloons.  They  are  much 
lighter  than  silk.  Each  tarantula  yields  from 
twenty  to  forty  yards  of  filament,  of  which 
eight  twisted  together  form  a  single  thread  of 
sufficient  stoutness  for  strength  and  durability. 

Mr.  J.  Bailey  01  Helpringham,  Lincolnshire, 
has  cut  a  yellow  pumpkin  marrow  which  had 
reached  the  enormous  weight  of  fifty- nine 
pounds.  The  giant  vegetable  had  not  been  ar- 
tificially fed  w  ith  sugar  and  water  by  means  of 
a  string  from  a  bottle — the  latest  device — or 
even  forced  by  electricity. 

To  musicians  a  smithy  still  standing  and 
situated  (lose  to  the  station  at  Adlington,  in 
Cheshire,  is  extremely  interesting,  for  it  was 
the  ringing  notes  of  the  smith's  hammer  upon 
the  anvil  which  suggested  to  Handel  his  fa- 
mous composition,  the  "Harmonious  Black- 
smit  h." 

The  Duchess  of  Northumberland  possesses 
the  most  remarkable  and  costly  shawl  in  Eng- 
land. It  was  manufactured  from  the  furs  of 
thousands  of  Persian  cats,  is  twenty-four  feet 
square,  cost  £20,000,  and  is  so  remarkably  fine 
and  elastic  that  it  can  be  compressed  into  a 
large  cup. 

The  extent  of  the  Empire  over  which  King 
Edward  VII  reigns  exceeds  that  of  any  mon- 
arch of  the  present  time,  or  perhaps  of  any 
time.  Exclusive  of  Egypt,  the  area  of  his  Em- 
pire is  11,773,000  square  miles;  including 
Egypt,  about  13,000,000  square  miles,  or  con- 
siderably over  one-fourth  of  the  land  surface 
of  the  globe. 

When  pins  were  first  invented,  in  the  four- 
teenth century,  the  maker  was  allowed  to  sell 
them  on  the  1st  and  2d  of  January  only,  and 
upon  these  days  the  ladies  flocked  to  buy  them. 
They  were  so  expensive  that  A  was  customary 
to  give  as  a  wedding  present  a  certain  sum  of 
money  to  be  used  as  "pin  money;"  hence  the 
term. 

The  enormous  business  conducted  by  the 
British  Post  office  may  be  in  some  degree  meas- 
ured by  a  perusal  of  the  forty-seventh  annual 
report  of  the  Postmaster  General.  It  states 
that  the  number  of  postal  packets  delivered  in 
the  United  Kingdom  during  1900  was  as  fol- 
lows: Letters,  2,323,600,000;  postcards,  419,- 
000,000;  book  and  packets  and  circulars,  732,- 
400.000;  newspapers,  167,800,000  parcels 
(actual  number),  81,017,000;  total,  3,723,817,- 
000. 

The  first  coffee  plant  in  British  Central 
Africa  was  taken  out  from  Kew  by  mission- 
aries, and,  though  others  have  been  intro- 
duced, the  bulk  of  the  coffee  has  sprung  from 
this  one  plant.  Coffee  is  now  extensively 
grown.  Blantyre  coffee  is  known  as  the  finest 
in  the  world,  and  commands  the  highest  prices. 
The  export  is  gradually  increasing,  the  export 
of  last  season  being  100  tons,  anu  this  year  the 
output  of  the  bean  is  expected  to  be  110  tons. — 
Natal  Mercury. 

The  site  of  Wimbledon  Park  House,  which 
has  a  history  dating  back  to  before  the  Domes- 
day survey,  is  to.be  sold  by  auction  as  land 
"naturally  disposed  for  profitable  building  de- 
velopment." The  house  has  been  rebuilt  more 
than  once,  and  most  of  its  tenants  have  borne 
names  which  are  bound  up  with  English  his- 
tory.   Among  those  who  visited  the  place  were 


Queen  Elizabeth,  James  I,  Charles  I  and  Queen 
Victoria.  The  late  Queen  was  the  guest  of  the 
Duke  of  Somerset  in  1838. 

Lord  Salisbury  is  one  of  the  very  few  states- 
men of  to-day  who  has  had  a  long  experience 
of  life  in  both  Houses  of  Parliament.  He  sat 
through  thirteen  sessions  of  the  Commons.  He 
was  elected  for  Stamford  five  times,  though 
he  has  never  had  the  excitement  of  a  contested 
election.  The  House  of  Commons  of  his  day 
was  not  the  house  his  nephew  now  leads.  When 
Lord  Robert  Cecil  became  a  member  of  Par- 
liament many  of  the  leading  politicians  of  to- 
day were  unknown  or  unborn.  Mr.  John  Mor- 
ley  was  at  school,  a  boy  of  15;  Mr.  Chamber- 
lain was  a  youth  of  17,  who  had  never  been  in 
Birmingham;  Mr.  Balfour  was  hardly  out  of 
frocks ;  Lord  Rosebery  was  6,  and  King  Ed- 
ward was  12.  Four  members  of  the  present 
Cabinet  were  not  born. 

Not  many  people  who  hear  the  "waits"  on 
Christmas  eve  sing  more,  or  less  melodiously 
"Hark,  the  Herald  Angels  Sing"  are  aware  that, 
although  the  music  was  composed  by  Men- 
delssohn, the  world  is  indebted  to  Dr.  W.  H. 
Cummings,  the  principal  of  the  Guildhall 
School  of  Music,  for  its  favorite  Christmas 
tune.  When  Mr.  Cummings  was  organist  at 
Waltham  Abbey,  in  playing  over  "Festgesang" 
he  realized  that  the  second  tune  in  that  pro- 
duction was  eminently  suitable  for  "Hark,  the 
Herald  Angels  Sing,"  and  he  adapted  it  to  his 
own  choir.  It  "caught  on"  at  once,  and  \vas 
speedily  published  separately  by  Mendelssohn's 
publishers;  but  for  once,  at  any  rate,  pub- 
lishers of  musical  editions  waived  all  copy- 
right, and  it  was  taken  without  any  permis- 
sion or  acknowdedgment. 


England  Originated  Hotor  Cars. 


One  of  the  earliest  British  Motor-cars,  a  vehicle  which 
carried  passengers  between  London  and  Birming- 
ham in  1832.    (From  an  old  print ) 

lit  these  days  of  electric,  steam  and  other 
motors  people  who  have  taken  to  motoring 
for  business  or  pleasurable  purposes  occasion- 
ally express  wonder  that  their  grandparents 
did  not  think  of  ilii^  smooth  way  of  travel- 
ling. But,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  they  did  think 
of  it,  as  witness  the  following  extract  from 
the  "Saturday  Magazine"  of  October,  1832: 

"I  have  just  returned  from  witnessing  the 
triumph  of  science  in  mechanics,  by  travel- 
ling along  a  hilly  and  crooked  road  from  Ox- 
ford to  Birmingham  in  a  steam  carriage.  I 
enclose  a  hasty  account  of  our  journey  on  this 
truly  wonderful  machine.  It  is  the  invention 
of  Captain  Ogle,  of  the  Royal  Navy,  and  is 
the  first  and  only  one  that  has  accomplished 
so  long  a  journey  over  chance  roads,  and  with- 
out rails.  Its  rate  of  going  may  be  called 
twelve  miles  an  hour,  but  fifty,  OT  perhaps  a 
hundred,  down  hill,  if  not  checked  by  the  brake, 
a  contrivance  which  places  the  whole  of  the 
machinery  under  complete  control. 

"The  start  from  Oxford  was  a  grand  spec- 
tacle. It  was  St.  Oile's  fair  day;  therefore 
all  the  population,  including  thousands  from 
the  surrounding  villages,  thronged  the  streets, 
reminding  the  beholders  of  the  multitudes  at 
Juggernaut:  while  the  ponderous  machine,  like 
that  idol's  car,  appeared  ready  to  crush  its  vo- 
taries. Care  was  taken,  however,  to  make 
them  understand  the  danger,  and  a  passage 
being  cleared,  away  went  the  splendid  vehicle 
through  that  beauteous  citv  at  the  rate  of  ten 
miles  an  hour,  which,  when  clear  of  houses, 
was  acelerated  to  fourteen."

LITTLE  JACK  HORNER. 

AS  may  be  supposed,  the  Homers  are  people  of  position  in 
A  their  country,  Somerset,  and  are  so  proud  of  their  con- 
nection that  every  scion  of  the  house  is  named  Jack,  just 
as  every  member  of  Lord  Nelson's  family  is  named  Horatio. 
The  founder  of  the  house  was  steward  to  the  Abbot  of  Glaston- 
bury and  the  pie  he  negotiated  was  a  playful  present  to  King 
Henry  VIII,  under  whose  crust  were  the  title  deeds  of  twelve 
manors,  and  the  plum  he  pulled  out  for  himself  was  the  title 
deed  of  the  manor  of  Wells.   Here  is  the  story : 

Of  mitred  Abbots  who  sat  in  the  House  of  Lords  before  the 
Reformation,  two  were  heads  of  houses  north  of  the  Trent,  Selby 
and  York,  and  two  south  of  the  Trent,  Reading  and  Glaston- 
bury. Of  the  last-named  Richard  Whiting  was  Abbot  at  the 
time  of  the  dissolution,  and  as  Henry  VIII  always  seized  the 
bull  by  the  horns  and  "went  for"  the  great  people,  it  is  no  won- 
der that  he  singled  out  Abbot  Whiting  as  an  example  of  what 
would  follow  on  refusal  to  take  the  oath  of  supremacy. 

The  history  of  Glastonbury  is  a  good  illustration  of  what  two 
historians  said  on  the  subject  of  historical  truth.  Froude,  lectur- 
ing to  the  Scottish  youth,  said,  "No  divine  can  speak  the  truth.." 
Kingsley  threw  up  the  Cambridge  prize,  saying,  "History  is  a 
pack  of  lias."  As  the  earlier  history  of  Glastonbury  was  written 
by  the  cleric  William  of  Malmesbury,  it  is  not  wonderful  that 
legend  overlays  truth,  and  Freeman  says  that  "the  chronicler 
compiled  the  history  of  the  abbey  from  materials  he  did  not 
believe  himself."  Hence  we  may  dismiss  the  story  of  its  founda- 
tion by  Joseph  of  Arimathea,  of  the  burial  of  King  Arthur,  and 
come  to  a  real  piece  of  history  which  nobody  has  ever  denied, 
that  about  the  year  1535  the  Abbot  built  a  new  kitchen,  so  large 
that  its  size  reached  the  Royal  ears,  for  rumor  said  it  was  larger 
than  the  King's  own.  No  doubt  the  King  already  had  his  eye 
upon  ecclesiastical  property,  and  Henry  may  have  resented  an 
abbot,  whom  he  looked  upon  as  a  mere  tenant2  holding  the  Ab- 
bey during  the  Royal  pleasure,  launching  out  into  such  expense. 
He  seems  to  have  said  some  sharp  words  upon  the  subject,  which 
were  reported  to  the  Abbot,  who  saw  it  would  be  worth  his  while 
to  make  his  peace  with  the  King  if  possible,  and  so  hit  upon  one 
of  those  playful  methods,  common  enough  at  the  time,  of  send- 


ing to  the  King  a  present  of  a  dozen  manors,  the  title  deeds  of 
which  were  concealed  under  the  crust  of  a  pie.  It  being  Christ- 
mas time  lent  point  to  the  joke. 

The  Abbot's  pie  was  entrusted  to  Mr.  John  Horner,  the  stew- 
ard of  Glastonbury,  and  he  traveled  to  London  in  a  wagon,  for 
coaches  had  only  been  recently  introduced,  and  even  Wolsey  did 
not  possess  one.  Perhaps  the  steward  was  more  of  a  man  of  the 
world  than  his  master,  and  knew  that  church  property  would 
soon  be  at  the  mercy  of  those  who  chose  to  take  it.  At  all  events, 
he  is  said  to  have  abstracted  from  the  pie  the  title  deeds  of 
the  manor  of  Wells,  and  presented  the  King  with  the  rest.  How- 
far  it  availed  to  appease  the  Royal  displeasure  has  already  been 
intimated.  A  darker  deed  does  not  occur  in  the  annals  of  the 
English  reformation  than  the  murder  of  the  able  and  high- 
minded  Abbot  Whiting,  whose  worst  offence  was  that  he  de- 
fended as  best  he  could  from  the  hand  of  the  spoiler  the  prop- 
erty in  his  charge. 

Mr.  John  Horner  returned  to  the  Abbey  and  told  the  Abbot 
that  the  King  had  given  him  the  title  deeds  of  the  manor  in 
question.  Either  the  Abbott  made  no  inquiries  or  else  the  be- 
stowal of  a  valuable  manor  on  a  messenger  who  had  brought  so 
large  a  present  seemed  only  a  natural  gift.  So  there  is  nothing 
intrinsically  improbable  in  the  gift  having  been  made  to  the 
original  Jack  Horner,  as  his  descendants  assert  to  be  the  case. 
What  the  country  people  thought  is  shown  in  the  popular  rhyme: 

Little  Jack  Horner 

Sat  in  a  corner  (of  the  wagon), 

Eyeing  (not  eating)  his  Christmas  pic 

He  put  in  his  thumb, 

And  pulled  out  a  plum  (the  title  deed), 
Saying,  What  a  brave  boy  am  I. 
Sir  Richard  Horner  Paget  is  a  descendant  (in  the  female 
line)  of  the  original  Jack,  whose  male  descendants  are  settled 
close  by  him  in  Somersetshire.— "Yorkshire  Post." 


THE  STRATHSPEY  REEL. 

Tt  may  be  that  the  frequent  stone  circles  and  isolated  "stand- 
ing stones"  in  Strathspey  do  not  speak  so  definitely  of  Druidical 
occupation  as  the  guidebooks  would  have  us  believe;  but,  though 
we  may  find  some  other  explanation  of  their  origin,  their  hoary 
masses  tell  us  that  these  straths  were  peopled  in  an  age  that  has 
forgotten  to  leave  its  history.  That  Fingal  fought  and  Ossian 
sang  here  who  can  doubt  when  we  know  that  the  revealer  of  the 
Ossianic  poems  to  a  wondering  modern  world  was  a  Speyside 
Macpherson? 

Whether  or  not  Ossian  sang  here,  we  are  at  the  birthplace  of 
the  famous  reel  of  Tulloch,  in  the  land  from  which  emanated 
the  strange,  wild  music  known  to  and  loved  by  thousands  to 
whom  Ossian  is  only  a  name.  Right  in  the  midst  of  the  strath 
and  facing  the  Blue  Mountain  is  Tullochgorum,  belonging  to  a 
sept  of  the  clan  Grant,  with  whom  tradition  has  associated  the 
peculiar  music  named  after  the  district.  The -reel  of  Tulloch, 
however,  is  said  to  have  been  composed  by  a  Macgregor  who 
wedded  a  maid  of  Tulloch  and  had  slain  a  number  of  her  clans- 
men who  opposed  the  match.  The  Strathspey  reel,  again,  is  said 
to  have  been  invented  by  the  Cummings  of  Castle  Grant,  while 
the  song  of  Tullochgorum  (said  rather  extravagantly  by  Bunts 
to  be  the  best  Scotch  song  Scotland  ever  saw)  was  written  by  an 
Episcopal  clergyman,  the  Rev.  John  Skinner  of  Longside,  Aber- 
deenshire, to  the  old  tune  composed  by  the  Macgregor  for  the 
maid  of  Tulloch.

EDITOR  "British-Californian" :  Even  in  war  time  one  feels 
the  need  of  a  little  relaxation  or  amusement.  It  comes  to 
Tommy  Atkins  in  the  shape  of  a  concert,  or  "sing  song," 
as  they  call  it.  The  old-time  custom  of  having  a  Regimental 
Band  seems  to  be  discontinued;  if  they  have  one  it  is  not  used 
on  active  service  in  this  campaign.  On  September  27th  sister 
and  myself  were  invited  with  our  senior  medical  officer,  Major 
Hassard,  to  attend  a  camp  fire  "sing  song."  Col.  Colin  Veand's 
column  was  camping  about  a  mile  and  a  half  from  here,  the  K. 
F.  S.  (Kitchener's  Fighting  Scouts),  and  a  detachment  of  the 
Gordons.  It  was  a  beautiful  moonlight  night,  so  there  was  less 
danger  in  driving  out  in  a  Cape  cart.  Upon  arrival  a  most  in- 
teresting scene  met  our  view — a  huge  camp  fire  and  five  hundred 
Tommies  assembled,  sitting  on  the  veldt,  an  outer  ring  standing, 
with  the  Kaffirs  in  the  back  ground,  their  black  shiny  faces  lit 
up  by  the  fire  light  looking  as  interested  as  anybody,  and  quite 
grotesque  in  their  peculiar  costumes.  Altogether,  it  was  the  most 
intensely  interested  audience  it  has  ever  been  my  good  fortune 
to  see.  The  officers  and  ourselves  were  seated  facing  them  near 
the  stage,  which  was  an  old  ox  wagon  upon  which  the  piano  was 
placed.   The  piano  we  were  able  to  loan  them  for  the  occasion. 

After  several  songs  had  been  rendered  amid  the  most  enthusi- 
astic applause,  the  Colonel,  who  was  chairman,  announced  that 
he  was  going  to  ask  Sister  Chitty  to  sing.  At  first  she  refused, 
being  without  her  music,  but  they  applauded  so  lustily  that  she 
decided  to  play  for  them.  Fortunately,  they  had  arranged  some 
steps  with  boxes  at  the  back  of  the  wagon,  so  she  did  not  have  to

climb  over  the  wheel  as  the  other  performers  had.  The  music 
stool  was  a  sack  of  barley.  Most  of  the  songs  had  a  chorus  in 
which  all  joined  heartily;  there  were  several  recitations  given — 
war  pieces,  the  most  pathetic  generally.  The  officers  also  took 
part.  They  have  quite  a  good  deal  of  talent  in  the  Regiment. 
I  am  told  when  the  men  have  been  marching  and  are  tired  and 
out  of  sorts,  the  Colonel  will  propose  a  "sing  song,"  for  which 
they  are  willing  to  go  without  their  supper.  It  puts  them 
all  in  a  irood  humor  and  is  also  a  rest.  After  the  concert,  which 
ended  with  "God  save  the  King,"  we  were  invited  to  the  Colonel's 
tent,  before  which  there  was  another  beautiful  camp  fire,  and 
refreshments.  After  chatting  a  short  time  we  started  on  our 
return  journey — armed  escort  accompanying  us  as  before.  The 
night  being  so  beautiful  we  could  not  help  wishing  it  w?re  double 
the  distance. 

The  bush  veldt  is  now  becoming  green  rapidly,  and  the  fra- 
grance of  the  memosa  delightful.  We  could  not  help  wondering 
if  Brother  Boer  was  also  enjoying  the  concert.  It's  not  at  all 
unlikely,  for  they  are  often  very  near  us.  Gen.  Beyers  sent  a 
message  a  few  days  ago  enquiring  "why  in  the  devil  they  didn't 
come  out  and  give  them  a  slap,  for  he  was  tired  of  waiting  for 
them."  (That's  Gen.  Beyer's  language,  not  mine.)  It  appears 
many  of  the  K.  F.  S.  know  him,  for  its  a  colonial  corps,  many 
from  Johannesburg,  where  Beyers  lived  before  the  war.  He  is 
a  crack  cricketer,  and  quite  a  sport.  The  column  has  now  gone 
out  again,  and  may  have  the  pleasure  of  meeting  him  before  their 
return. 

Commandant  De  Villiers  and  a  field  cornet  surrendered  at 
Warm  Baths.  I  met  him  several  times  after,  for  he  was  allowed 
to  return  on  parole.   He  speaks  and  understands  English  toler-, 


ably  well.  The  hospital  manages  to  keep  fairly  full  most  of  the 
time.  When  these  columns  pass  through  they  leave  their  sick 
to  us.  We  have  already  had  some  heavy  rains;  very  good  for  the 
country,  but  bad  for  the  troops,  causing  a  lot  of  rheumatism  and 
fever.  The  hospital  is  to  be  increased,  I  hear, — then  we  shall 
have  more  Sisters,  for  Sister  and  I  have  as  much  as  we  can  pos- 
sibly do  at  present.  Still,  we  are  both  glad  to  be  able  to  be  of 
service.

GIVING  SKULKING  BOERS  A  DOSE. 

(A  Correspondent  in  the  St.  James'  Gazette.) 

The  Manchesters  form  the  rear  guard  to-day.  Consequently 
the  rear  guard  gun  is  perfectly  safe.  Ever  since  daybreak  the 
Manchesters  have  been  harried  and  sniped  all  through  the  slow, 
sullen,  sweltering  march.

A  hundred  yards  down  the  slope  on  the 
far  side  he  hurriedly  dismounts  his  men.  He  turns  the  com 
pany  Maxim  on  the  crest  just  vacated,  and  orders  the  men  in 
charge  to  sit  tight  and  wait.  Then  the  enemy  come  swarming 
up  on  the  ridge,  expecting  to  find  the  ragged  yellow  men'  well 
down  in  the  hollow.  So  soon  as  they  appear  a  ripple  of  death' 
passes  right  along  the  line  of  horsemen,  which  regularly  staggers 
1  he  enemy. 

Pat-atat-tat-rat-tat-rat-a-tat-tat-tat! 

That  is  the  Maxim  chattering  away  like  a  monkey  when  its 
tail  is  pulled.  Confused,  excited  and  in  disorder,  the  enemy 
gallop  away  for  cover.  In  an  instant  and  from  the  very  ridge 
where  the  enemy  has  just  been  falling  like  nine-pins,  comes  the 
pom-pom-pom-pom  of  the  Vickers-Maxim  as  it  pumps  its  one- 
pound  shells  into  the  retreating  foe.  Pom-pom-pom  comes  the 
echo  to  the  convoy  niggers,  who  grunt  and  yell  their  approval. 
To  them  the  pom-pom  is  a  wonderful  and  weird  instrument  of 
death. 


ANOTHER  WAR  THAT  IS  "OVER  " 

The  British  Empire  is  not  the  only  Power  in  proud  possession 
of  a  war  that  is  "over." 

Our  cousins  across  the  Atlantic  have  in  the  Philippines  a 
conflict  which  has  been  prolonged  in  much  the  same  irritating 
manner  as  the  struggle  in  South  Africa,  though  statesmen  and 
generals  have  pronounced  it  at  an  end. 

Nearly  two  years  have  now  passed  since  General  Otis  reported 
to  the  American  War  Department  that  the  whole  of  Central 
Luzon  was  in  the  hands  of  the  United  States  troops;  that  the 
Filipino  Congress,  Secretary  of  State  and  Treasurer  were  prison- 
ers, and  that  only  guerrilla  bands  of  the  enemy  were  in  arms. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  the  Philippine  war  is  not  over.  There  are 
still  12,000  American  troops  in  the  islands;  life  is  still  unsafe 
outside  the  American  outposts;  and  every  now  and  then  a  "re- 
grettable incident"  on  a  small  scale  happens. 

Throughout  the  earlier  months  of  the  present  year  there  was 
continuous  desultory  fighting.  Up  to  July  about  70,000  troops 
were  in  the  field,  and  the  cost  of  the  war  was  reckoned  to  be 
£4,500,000  a  month,  which  compares  unfavorably  with  our  out- 
lay of  £5,000,000  a  month  for  250,000  men.— London  Mail.

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ALSTRALIAN  REPLY  TO  ARCHIBALD 

The  following  communication  appeared  in  a  recent  number  of 
the  Melbourne  "Sunday  Times": 

The  writer  of  the  article  on  the  British  soldier  and  "his 
vaunted  valor  '  in  a  'Frisco  paper,  which  appeared  in  last  "Sun- 
day Times/'  draws  a  comparison  between  the  English  soldier  and 
the  American,  very  much  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  former,  and 
leaves  it  to  be  inferred  that  the  latter  are  seldom  or  never  sur- 
prised, and  that  no  large  bodies  of  them  have  ever  surrendered. 

What  about  the  11,000  Federal  troops  who  laid  down  their 
arms  to  "Stonewall"  Jackson — a  professor  of  chemistry — at 
Harper's  Ferry  in  September,  1862?  What  of  the  shameful  rout 
at  Bull's  Run,  which  began  the  civil  war,  when  almost  the  whole 
Northern  army — and  only  the  Northerners  had  regular  troops — 
fled  in  such  a  panic  from  the  Confederates — like  the  Boer  "farm- 
ers and  business  men" — that  the  word  "skedaddle"  was  invented 
to  express  their  mode  of  retreat?  What  of  "the  finest  army  on 
the  planet,"  which  under  Hooker  crossed  the  Rappahannock  in 
the  Spring  of  1803  "to  end  the  war  by  one  crushing  blow," 
when  the  famous  Eleventh  Corps — "Siegel's  Veterans" — being 
on  May  .2  attacked  in  flank  by  Jackson,  "broke  like  a  herd  of 
buffaloes,"  and  "droves  of  panic-stricken  men,  without  hats, 
coats,  or  muskets,  rushed  headlong  from  the  Confederate  fire," 
and,  falling  upon  the  main  body,  caused  the  disastrous  rout  of 
Chancellorsville  ? 

And  this,  be  it  remembered,  was  in  the  pre-breech-loading 
days  when  muskets  and  artillery  taking  six  times  as  long  to  load, 
and  their  range  not  being  a  third  of  those  of  the  present  day, 
it  was  quite  possible  for  a  resolute  band  to  fight  its  way  out  from 
an  environing  foe  with  bayonet  and  sword  alone. 

Soldiers  of  every  nation  have  at  times  been  panic-stricken, 
but  no  nation  cares  to  remember  such  occurrences  as  those  men- 
tioned. Least  of  all  the  Americans.  For  merely  telling  the 
truth  about  Bull's  Run  in  the  "Times,"  Dr.  Russell  had  himself 
to  "skedaddle"  out  of  the  States.  For,  as  Mr.  Jefferson  Brick 
said:   "We  must  be  cracked  up,  sir." 

To  single  out  an  episode  in  the  Philippine  war  creditable  to 
the  American  soldier,  and  put  it  in  contrast  with  an  unfortunate 
one  for  the  British  in  South  Africa  as  a  fair  test  of  the  com- 
parative valor  of  American  and  British  troops  is  ludicrous.  One 
might  as  well  set  the  storming  of  Badajoz,  or  the  Balaclava 
charge  against  Bull's  Run  ;  or  because  the  surrenders  at  Sedan 
and  Metz  are  the  greatest  on  record,  argue  that  the  French  are 
the  most  cowardly  race  in  the  world;  or  because  after  the  battle 
of  Jena,  such  an  unparalleled  fear  seized  Prussians  that  fortress 
after  fortress — some  of  which  had  cost  the  great  Frederick  a 
campaign  apiece  to  get  hold  of — capitulated  without  firing  a 
shot  hardly,  draw  the  conclusion  that  they  are  useless  as  soldiers, 
and  that  the  celebrated  "Pomeranian  Grenadier"  is  a  fraud. 

Had  Captain  Archibald  been  addressing  any  other  audience 
than  an  American  one,  whose  vainglory  will  stand  anything,  he 
would  have  been  too  discreet  to  disparage  British  methods  with 
the  inglorious  Philippine  war  still  on — a  war  which  Admiral 
Dewey  estimated  5000  men  would  bring  to  a  close  in  a  few 
months.  *  *  *  And  were  British  writers  and  lecturers  to  laud 
Aguinaldo  and  the  Filipinos  what  a  chorus  of  indignation  would 
arise  against  British  meanness  and  perfidy  ! 

BOER  UNCLEANLINESS  . 

Miss  A.  Phelps,  writing  from  Kiniberley  on  September  28, 

says : 

"The  British  authorities  have  grappled  boldly  and  kindiy 
with  most  of  the  problems  connected  with  the.  shelter  and  feed- 
ing of  our  enemies'  wives  and  children.  The  cam])  which  I  know 
and  the  two  which  1  have  inspected  are  models  of  outward  clean- 
liness and  order;  but  in  my  opinion  the  one  point  in  which  the 
authorities  have  failed  is  that  they  have  permitted  the  refugees 
to  indulge  in  the  Boer  luxury  of  personal  dirt. 

"I  have  nursed  for  five  years  in  the  slums  of  London  amongst 
the  very  lowest  of  our  own  race  and  of  the  foreign  immigrants, 
but  I  can  truly  say  that  I  have  never  seen  anything  there  which 
could  have  prepared  me  for  the  indescribable  dirt,  both  of  person 
and  habits,  in  which  the  Boer  revels." 

Extensive  developments  in  the  ship  building  trade  of  the 
Mersey  are  in  contemplation.  Two  dry  docks,  one  750  feet  and 
the  other  1,000  feet  long,  are  to  be  hewn  out  of  the  rock,  and 
there  will  be  fourteen  slips  long  enough  to  build  vessels  of  900 
feet.  One  hundred  and  ti ft v  thousand  pounds  is  to  be  laid  out 
on  modern  plants. 
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SOMEWHAT  FUNNY. 

Lord  Morris,  who  is  happily  recovering  from  his  illness,  is 
probably  the  most  humorous  judge  on  the  Irish  bench,  says  the 
"St.  James  Gazette."  He  is  known  from  end  to  end  of  Ireland 
for  his  vast  knowledge  on  innumerable  subjects,  and  for  his 
brilliant  intellect,  hut  the  man  in  the  Irish  street  knows  him 
chiefly  as  the  judge  who  knows  how  to  make  a  good  joke.  He 
is  more  dignified  now  than  in  the  days  of  his  youth — he  is  in 
the  seventies — but  it  seems  only  the  other  day  that  he  leaned 
over  the  bench  when  sitting  as  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  Ireland, 
and  asked  a  young  barrister  where  he  came  from.  "County  An- 
trim, my  lord,"  was  the  reply,  and  the  judge,  turning  to  his 
clerk,  asked,  "Did  ye  iver  come  across  sich  a  frightful  accint 
in  the  course  of  yer  loife?" 

He  was  more  unkind  still  to  a  doctor  who  was  giving  evidence 
in  a  case  before  him.  It  was  at  Coleraine,  where  a  veterinary 
surgeon  was  lacing  sued  for  damages  for  the  value  of  a  horse 
which  it  was  said  he  bad  poisoned.  The  case  turned  on  the  num- 
ber of  grains  which  could  be  administered  to  the  horse  with 
safety,  and  a  dispensary  doctor  stated  that  he  had  often  given 
eight  grains  to  a  man,  the  suggestion  being  that  twelve  for  a 
horse  could  not  therefore  be  excessive.  "Never  mind  your  eight 
grains,"  said  Lord  Morris.  "We  all  know  that  some  poisons  are 
cumulative  in  effect,  and  ye  may  go  to  the  edge  of  ruin  with  im- 
punity. But  the  twelve  grains — would  they  kill  the  devil  him- 
self if  lie  swallowed  them?"  The  doctor,  who  seemed  annoyed, 
did  not  know;  he  had  never  had  "him"  for  a  patient.  "Ah,  no, 
docther,  ye  niver  had,"  came  from  the  bench  ;  "more's  the  pity. 
The  old  hhoy's  still  alive." 

It  was  Lord  Morris  who,  when  somebody  spoke  of  Mr.  Cllad- 
stone  as  a  heaven-born  genius,  hoped  that  "it  may  be  a  long 
time  before  heaven  is  again  in  an  interesting  condition." 

There  is  a  story  told  of  a  candidate  for  priest's  orders,  who 
was  preaching  an  extempore  trial  sermon  hefore  the  late  Arch- 
bishop Tait  and  Dean  Stanley.  In  his  extreme  nervousness  he 
began  in  a  stammering  wn  v,  "I  will  divide  my  congregation  into 
two — the  converted  and  the  unconverted."  This  proved  too 
much  for  the  Primate's  sense  of  humor,  and  lie  exclaimed, 
"I  think,  sir,  as  there  'ire  only  two  of  us  you  had  better  say 
which  is  which." 

A  few  weeks  ago  a  Scotchman  went  to  London  for  a  holiday. 
Walking  along  one  of  the  streets,  lie  noticed  a  bald-headed  chem- 
ist standing  at  his  shop  door,  and  inquired  if  he  had  any  hair 
restorer. 

"Yes,  sir,"  said  the  chemist;  "step  inside,  please.  There's  an 
article  I  can  recommend.  Testimonials  from  great  men  who 
have  used  it.    It  makes  the  hair  grow  in  twenty-four  hours." 

"Aweol,"  said  the  Scot,  "ye  can  gie  the  top  o'  yer  head  a  bit 
rub  wi'tj  and  I'll  look  back  the  morn  and  see  if  ye're  tellin'  the 
truth." 

The  chemist  returned  the.  bottle  to  the  shelf  and  kicked  the 
errand  boy  for  laughing. 

A  Liverpool  paper  of  recent  date  records  the  instance  of  a 
citizen  who  wrote  to  a  lawyer  for  information  regarding  a  person 
who  had  owed  him  a  considerable  sum  of  money  for  a  long  time. 

"What  property  has  he  which  I  could  attach  ?"  he  asked. 

The  lawyers  reply  was  brief  and  to  the  point. 

"The  man  died  six  months  ago.  He  has  left  nothing  subject 
to  attachment  save  a  widow." 

The  other  day  an  English  lady  in  London,  walking  with  her 
little  girl,  saw  a  lame  old  beggar  bearing  on  his  hat  the  legend, 
"I  fought  at  Waterloo."

The  question  of  the  over  representation  of  Ireland  in  Parlia- 
ment is  taking  root  rapidly  in  Great  Britain.  In  England  each 
member  represents  an  average  popiilation  of  66,000,  in  Scot- 
land 63,000,  and  in  Ireland  14,000,  says  an  exchange.  The 
City  of  Belfast  and  the  two  contiguous  counties  of  Down  and 
Antrim,  having  an  aggregate  population  of  750,000,  return 
twelve  members  to  Parliament.  The  City  of  Cork  and  the  Coun- 
ties of  Cork  and  Kerry,  with  a  population  of  a  little  over  570,- 
000,  return  thirteen  members.  The  five  counties  forming  the 
Province  of  Connaught — Mayo,  Galway,  Leitrim,  Sligo  and 
Boscommon — with  an  aggregate  population  of  under  650,000, 
return  no  less  than  fifteen  members.  In  the  counties  of  Louth, 
Meath,  Westmeath,  Leitrim,  Wicklow,  Waterford,  Kilkenny  and 
Carlow,  each  member  represents  about  30,000  people. 


WELSHHEN  DISCOVERED  AflERICA. 

Major  E.  H.  Cooper,  the  well  known  explorer  of  the  home  of 
the  cliff  dwellers,  has  announced  in  Chicago  his  discovery  of 
evidences  of  a  Welsh  settlement  in  America  before  the  time  of 
Columbus.  Major  Cooper  was  exchanging  greetings  with  Creek 
Indians  when  his  two  Welsh  companions  began  to  criticise  the 
Indian  camp  in  Welsh.  Suddenly  the  oldest  chief  stopped, 
listened  and  then  ran  to  the  Welshmen  and  embraced  them, 
speaking  to  them  rapidly  in  Creek — which  they  did  not  under- 
stand— and  then  more  slowly  pronouncing  words  which  made 
them  start  and  stare  in  amazement.  The  Indian  was  speaking 
Welsh ! 

Subsequently  the  chief  related  a  tradition  of  the  tribe.  It 
appears  that  many  years  ago,  when  the  Creeks  were  great  peo- 
ple, there  came  among  them  up  the  Arkansas  River  a  consider- 
able number  of  white  men.  They  were  the  first  the  Indians  had 
ever  seen,  and  they  brought  many  strange  iron  utensils  and 
weapons,  strange  customs  and  language.  They  were  adopted 
into  the  tribes.  As  their  influence  increased  they  impressed 
upon  the  Indians  many  of  their  customs,  but  chiefly  words  from 
their  tongue.  They  told  the  Indians  that  some  day  other  white 
men  speaking  these  words  would  come  among  them,  and  they 
must  preserve  these  words  to  greet  them. 

A  similar  tradition  had  been  preserved  by  the  Navajos.  In 
an  ancient  mound,  moreover,  Major  Cooper  found  an  iron  knife, 
such  as  the  Welsh  made  in  the  early  days,  and  on  it  were  the 
figures  1257.  It  seems  likely,  therefore,  that  Welshmen  settled 
in  America  a  century  before  Columbus  was  born. 

There  is  further  evidence  in  support  of  the  Welsh  contention 
that  they  discovered  America  before  Columbus  in  Bowland's 
"Mona  Antiqua  Bestaurata,"  published  in  1756,  where  the  fol- 
lowing passage  occurs: 

"If  a  right  to  the  possession  of  undiscovered  regions  belongs 
to  the  crown  or  sovereignty  of  those  kingdoms  or  States  whose 
native  subjects  were  the  first  discoverers  of  them,  as  the  Span-

their  title  to  those  rich  and  spacious  regions  and  islands  there- 
unto belonging."

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WHY  THE  CHILDREN  DIE. 

WE  make  the  following  extracts  form  an  article  in  the  Lon- 
don "Times"  of  November  16,  reviewing  a  Blue-book  on 
the  working  of  the  Refugee  Camps : 
Major-General  Maxwell  after  tracing  the  high  death-rate  from 
measles  to  the  extremely  cold  nights,  goes  on  to  say  that  the 
Boer  mother  is  greatly  to  blame;  she  insists  on  tending  her 
children,  and  refuses  to  obey  the  orders  of  the  doctor  or  the  ad- 
vice of  the  nurse.  The  Boer  remedy  for  measles,  apparently, 
is  a  tea  made  of  goat's  dung,  which  is  administered  by  the 
mothers  with  deplorable  results.  Another  favorite  remedy  ap- 
pears lu  be  an  absolute  refusal  to  wash  the  children,  or  allow  any 
attempt  at  cleanliness.  *  *  *  Children  are  carried  out  into 
(be  town  even,  or  held  by  mothers  in  their  arms  during  cooking 
operations  in  the  open  air,  when  they  have  measles  upon  them. 
Another  report  by  Dr.  Franks  tells  us  that  a  recent  remedy 
among  the  Boers,  no  matter  what  the  complaint,  is  green  paint. 
Three  children  named  Smith  were  suffering  from  some  illness 
the  nature  of  which  be  was  unable  to  ascertain.  They  were 
painted  all  over  with  green  paint,  with  the  exception  of  their 
faces.  Two  of  them,  a  boy  aged  four  and  a  girl  aged  seven,  were 
admitted  to  the  hospital  :  the  boy  died  the  same  day  and  the  girl 
the  following  day,  both  of  acute  arsenical  poisoning;  the  third 
Child,  aged  four  month's,  died  before  the  others  were  brought 
into  the  hospital.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  mention  that  many 
green  pigments  are  arsenical  compounds,  or  that  the  action  of  a 
coat  of  paint  would  have  have  injurious  in  any  case.  Dr.  Ay- 
mard  was  sent  for  to  see  a  child  of  two  who  was  unconscious,  lie 
found  on  tile  table  in  the  tent  an  assemblage  of  Duteh  remedies, 
all  of  which  were  being  administered  at  the  same  time  without 
any  doctor's  orders.  They  were  Hoffman's  Drops  (containing 
ether);  Essenz  Dulcis  (containing  opium) ;  Red  Powder  (con- 
taining tartar  emetic)  :  Jamaica  Ginger,  and  "Red  Drops"  of  un- 
known composition.  At  the  date  of  the  report  the  child  "con- 
tinued unconscious,"  and  was  presumably  the  subject  of  opium 
poisoning.  Another  instance  worth  quoting  is  that  of  a  baby 
named  Schuttc,  aged  four  months,  who  was  suffering  from  bron- 
chitis, and  was  ordered  by  the  doctor  to  be  kept  entirely  on  milk. 
The  mother  refused  to  give  it  milk,  and  gave  sardines  instead. 
Tbe  child  died  in  two  days. 

In  page  after  page  of  the  report  the  same  story  repeats  itself. 
A  girl  in  tbe  camp  at  Middelburg,  suffering  from  renal  dropsy, 
tbe  result  of  a  chill  when  recovering  from  enteric  fever,  was 
wrapped  up  by  her  mother,  from  her  hips  to  her  feet,  in  a  poul- 
tice of  horse  dung,  which  the  mother  explained  was  biking  the 
"swelling  down  from  her  Pace."  Tbe  goat's  dung  mentioned  by 
Major-General  Maxwell  is  in  constant  requisition.  A  girl  in 
the  hospital  recovering  from  enteric  was  nearly  killed  by  some 
dried  peaches  given  to  her  by  her  mother;  ami  another  patient 
in  tbe  same  hospital  was  visited  by  a  friend,  who  brought  some- 
thing under  her  apron.  The  Sister  asked  what  it  was,  and  the 
woman  produced  a  bottle  containing  a  brown  looking  fluid, 
which  she  said  was  very  good  to  relieve  thirst.  The  Sister  asked 
for  further  particulars,  and  the  woman,  without  any  hesitation, 
replied  that  it  was  horse-dung,  cooked  in  water  and  strained. 
Dr.  Henderson,  after  a  description  of  the  administration  of 
goat's  dung  boiled  in  oil,  goes  on  to  describe  it  as  an  article  of 
faith  with  a  Boer  that  water  applied  to  a  patient,  unless  as  a 
drink,  is  absolutely  fatal,  and  especially  so  when  in  the  form  of 
a  poultiee;  so  (bat  in  the  abundant  bronchial  affections,  in  which 
poultices  to  the  chest  are  of  great  value,  it  was  extremely  dif- 
ticult  to  obtain  their  application.  Dr.  Franks,  again,  declares 
that  "poverty,  dirt  and  ignorance  reign  supreme."  Speaking  of 
two  children  he  attended,  he  says:  "Their  skin  was  as  black  as 
a  Kaffir's,  covered  with  accumulations  of  dirt.  To  see  the  skin, 
it  would  have  been  necessary  to  scrape  the  dirt  off.  Under  such 
conditions,  he  says,  the  wonder  is  not  that  so  many  die,  but  that 
any  recover." 


A  dispatch  from  Durban  says  that  a  characteristic  incident  of 
Botha's  raid  strikingly  reveals  the  loyalty  of  the  Zulu  chiefs. 
General  Botha  attempted  to  bribe  the  Chief  Mamyima  to  extend 
to  the  Boer  his  benevolent  neutrality,  if  not  his  active  assistance, 
by  returning  to  the  chief  all  his  cattle  the  Boers  had  looted  from 
his  tribe.  General  Botha's  object  was  to  obtain  easy  access  to 
Zululand,  but  Mamyima  indignantly  resented  Botha's  offer,  and 
returned  the  cattle  to  the  Boer  commandant  general,  with  the 
intimation  that  he  would  be  loyal  to  the.  British  King,  and  that 
he  would  fight  the  Boers  if  they  entered  his  reserve.

ing; the  San  Jose  Quadrangle  showing  the  city 
and  vicinity  of  San  Jose;  the  San  Luis  Key 
Quadrangle  in  the  southwestern  pari  of  the 
State  adjoining  the  coast  and  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Kscondido,  the  San  Luis  Key  Valley, 
much  of  which  is  entirely  dry  during  the  sum- 
mer, being  (dearly  shown:  the  San  Jacinto 
Quadrangle  of  part  of  the  San  Jacinto  .Moun- 
tains and  forest  Reserve  and  the  eity  of  the

Noted  Englishwoman  Passes  Away. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Suit,  wife  of  Joseph  Surr, 
died  November  '.I  at  her  Coronado  residence, 
aged  75  years  and  11  months.  She  was  a  na- 
tive of  Reach  ford.  Fssex,  England,  and  had 
lived  in  Southern  California  for  the  past  six- 
teen years,  during  which  time  she  was  promi- 
nently identified  with  charitable  and  philan- 
thropic work  and  institutions. 

A  score  of  years  ago  Mrs.  Sun's  name  was  a 
household  word  throughout  England,  as  she 
was  a  leader  in  the  exposure  of  certain  methods 
in  the  industrial  schools  of  London  and  other 
parts  of  England.  The  expose  led  to  an  in- 
vestigation and  the  righting  of  wrongs. 


Women's  Memorial  to  Queen  Victo  ia. 

Mr.  Wellesly  Moore,  acting  British  Consul- 
General,  is  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
the  management  of  the  association  known  as 
the  "Queen  Victoria's  Jubilee  Nurses,"  of  which 
the  Marchioness  of  Londonderry  is  president, 
asking  him  to  use  his  best  efforts  to  make 
known  to  the  British  women  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  the  work  which  the  society  has  under- 
taken as  a  "Women's  Memorial  to  Queen  Vic- 
toria," "in  order  that  all,  however  circum- 
stanced, may  have  the  opportunity  of  sharing 
in  the  women's  tribute  of  love  to  her  memory." 
The  letter  goes  on  to  say : 

"The  committee  recall  the  fact  that,  in  the 
Jubilee  year,  women  in  every  part  of  the 
globe  were  most  eager  to  join  in  the  Women's 
Jubilee  offering,  and  the  knowledge  of  this 
was  a  source  of  deepest  gratification  to  Her 
Majesty.  It  was  with  the  money  so  subscribed 
t..«L  Queen  Victoria  determined  to  institute 
Queen's  Nurses,  and  to  this  purpose  she  de- 
voted the  £70,000  which  formed  the  first  capital 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Quean's  Jubilee  Institute. 
For  fourteen  years  her  splendid  work  has  been 
growing,  bringing,  day  by  day,  incalculable 
Happiness  to  millions  of  the  very  poorest,  both 
in  crowded  towns  and  scattered  rural  districts. 
At  present  there  are  some  !)00  fully  trained 
nurses  at  work,  but  this  number  is  far  below 
the  requirements."  It  is  to  augment  the  num- 
ber of  nurses  and  so  make  of  the  movement  a 
women's  memorial  worthy  of  the  great  and  good 
Queen  Victoria  that  the  present  effort  is  being 
made.

THE  headquarters  of  the  American  British

The  Sword  of  Wallace. 

It  is  the  popular  belief  in  Scotland  that  the 
sword  of  William  Wallace,  the  friend  of  Bruce 
and  the  hero  par  excellence  of  Scottish  ro- 
mance, lies,  with  other  relics,  in  Sterling  Cas- 
tle. This,  according  to  the  story  of  Duncan 
McPherson  McTavish  of  Philadelphia  is  a  pop- 
ular mistake.  He  alone  has  the  sword  of  the 
Scottish  warrior,  and  he  says  that  it  has  been 
handed  down  from  sire  to  son  in  the  McTavish 
clan  for  centuries.  The  sword  which  the  es- 
teemed highlander  proudly  exhibits  to  his 
friend  is  a  most  formidable  weapon. 

It  is  exactly  six  feet  four  inches  in  length 
and  weighs  something  over  twenty-seven 
pounds.  No  ordinary  man  can  hold  it  out  at 
arm's  length,  and  not  even  Sandow  could  wield 
it  for  five  minutes.  It  is  made,  Mr.  McTavish 
asserts,  of  the  finest  Damascus  steel,  and  he 
adds  that  but  one  head  of  his  clan — his  great- 
great-great-great-grandfather,  Ian  Dhu  Mc- 
Tavish— could  use  it  in  battle,  and  his  strength 
was  so  great  that  with  this  terrible  weapon  he 
could  cut  right  through  an  armed  knight  from 
the  helmet  to  the  saddle  of  his  horse. 


Who  is  a  Briton  ? 

The  Inter-Departmental  Committee  on  the 
Naturalization  Laws  has  issued  its  report. 

The  committee  proposes  that  the  existing 
law  as  to  the  acquisition  of  British  nationality 
should  be  re-enacted  in  a  simpler  form,  with 
the  exception  that  where  a  father  was  born  out 
of  his  majesty's  dominions  a  child  also  born 
outside  these  dominions  should  not  be  a  Brit- 
ish subject. 

Much  confusion  exists  as  to  the  nationality 
of  children  born  at  sea.  There  is  no  doubt, 
says  the  committee,  that  a  person  is  a  natural 
born  British  subject  who  is  born  on  a  British 
ship  of  war,  wherever  it  may  be,  or  on  board  a 
British  merchant  vessel  on  the  high  seas.  It 
is  now  recommended  that  it  be  declared  that 
a  person  born  on  a  British  ship  in  foreign 
waters  should  be  a  British  subject,  but  that  a 
person  born  on  board  a  foreisrn  ship  should 
not  be  deemed  to  be  a  British  subject  merely 
because  the  ship  was  at  the  time  of  birth  in 
British  waters.
